Army Promotes 4,670 | 


To 3 Temp. Ranks 


ESEARCH on the biological and med- | 


ical applications of radiation is ex- 
panding at the Army Medical Service 
Graduate School, Army Medical Center, 
in line with the growing importance of all 
phases of atomic 
medicine. The 
group working 
on these _ prob- 
lems, formerly 
the Radiobiology 
Department, has 
been designated 
the Department 
of Biophysics, 
and assigned to 
the School’s new 
Division of Phys- 
iology and Phar- 
macology. Addi- 
tional personnel 
have recently 
joined the de- 
partment, and 
three new laboratories have been set 
aside for this work. 

In the 20 months of its existence, this 
department has already made significant 
contributions to an understanding of the 
medical effects of nuclear fission. The use 
of radioactive isotopes in the diagnosis 
and treatment of disease, ways of pro- 
tecting people against the effects of ex- 
posure to radiation, and the treatment of 
radiation injury, all lie within the depart- 
ment’s field of investigation. 

The work at the Army Medical Service 

Graduate School began in February 1949 
when an isotope laboratory was set up. 
With radioactive isotopes of iodine, phos- 
Phorus, and later carbon, sodium, etc., 
from the famed Oak Ridge pile, School 
Personnel began using tagged atoms for 
basic research into life and disease proc- 
esses, and for diagnosing certain types 
of disease. 
_ Treatment of patients with radioactive 
isotopes was also undertaken, in collabo- 
ration with staff physicians at Walter 
Reed Army Hospital, and in selected ci- 
vilian hospitals. As the field which was 
opened up by the new radioactive isotopes 
expands, the department is applying the 
improved methods of diagnosis and treat- 
ment in these hospitals. 

Radioactive iodine is used to gauge the 
efficiency of an individual’s thyroid gland, 
a8 well as to assist physicians in determin- 
ing the extent of cancer of the thyroid. 
Radioactive iodine has been substituted 
for surgery in selected cases of thyroid 
gland removal. Radioactive phosphorus is 
used in treating bone cancers and blood 
diseases, 

Radioactive carbon, a research tool, is 
used only to “tag” organic compounds— 
make them radioactive—so that their ul-

The Army this week disclosed the se- 
lection of 4,670 officers for promotion to 
higher temporary ranks, and released 
the names of 1,607 captains promoted to 
major and 770 majors advanced to the 
temporary rank of lieutenant colonel. 

Slated for release next week are the 
names of 2,293 lieutenants selected for 
temporary promotion to captain. 

Selected for promotion to the rank of 
lieutenant colonel, effective 28 Dec., were 
308 Regular and 462 non-Regular offi- 
cers. The zone of consideration for Regu- 
lars extended through Promotion List 
Number 9,448 and the cutoff date for 
non-Regulars was 30 June 1945. 

Named for advancement to temporary 
rank of major were 364 Regulars and 
1,243 non-Regulars. The zone of consid- 
eration, respectively, was through Pro- 
motion List Number 12974 and a cutoff 
date of 31 August 1945. 

For advancement to temporary rank 
of captain, 479 Regulars are reported to 
have been selected and 1,814 non-Regu- 
lars. For Regulars, the zone of considera- 
tion extends through Promotion List 
Number 16056 and for non-Regulars the 
cutoff date is 31 Dec. 1946. 

According to the 1950 volume of the | 
Army Register, the zone of consideration 
for promotion of Regulars to the tempo- | 
rary rank of lieutenant colonel ex- 
tended through an officer whose perma- 
nent rank as a captain is 1 July 1948 and 
whose temporary rank as a major is 
27 Jan. 1943. 

With regard to the zone for Regulars 
named for advancement to temporary 
major, the last-named officer is a per- 
manent captain with permanent rank 
from 2 Jan. 1949 and temporary rank as 
a captain from 1 May 1945. 





Raise Dual Pay Limit 

Both Houses of Congress have passed | 
a measure (S. 2351) raising to $5,000 per | 
year the rate of pay for dual employ- 
ment in the U. S. Government. 

The measure is of particular interest | 
to Service personnel in that retired offi- | 
cers who were offered civilian govern- | 
ment positions were formerly limited to | 
a combined total pay ranging from $2,000 | 
to $3,000, depending upon various laws, 
may, under the new Act draw a com- | 
bined total up to $5,000.

Air Force officials disclosed this week 


| that temporary promotions of Regular 
| and non-Regular captains to the grade of 


major—approximately 9,700 are eligible 


| —will be made with date of rank effec- 
| tive 15 Feb. 1951. 


Major commands will be given au- 
thority to announce the temporary pro- 


|} motions beginning 15 Feb., with all ad- 
| vancements to be designated as of that 
| date. By this action, the Air Force ob- 


viously is taking a significant step in 
decentralizing temporary promotions and 


| it is expected that centralized selection 


boards for this purpose at USAF Head- 


| quarters will be used less and less in the 


future. 

No word was announced as to when 
temporary promotions to the rank of 
lieutenant colonel, for which about 5,000 
officers are eligible, will be made. 

With regard to the temporary promo- 
tions to major, the Air Force states that 
the 3,794 officers who have been named 
for permanent promotion to major on 
General Orders Number 84, 14 Dec. 1950, 
will be excluded from consideration for 
temporary advancement to that rank. 

The names of these officers were pub- 
lished in the 16 Dec. issue of THE JOURNAL.

Many Defense Bills 
For New Congress 


Convening in a time of National Emer- 
gency, the 82d Congress, which begins on 
3 Jan., will be confronted with the neces- 
sity to take early action on key defense 
legislation, required to provide first for 
immediate needs, and second, for the 
strengthening of a long-range program 
of preparedness. 

Even as the 8lst Congress late this 
week was taking final action on appro- 
priations legislation which will send mili- 
tary spending during the current fiscal 
| year to a minimum of $42.8 billion, it ap- 
peared likely that the new Congress 
would be asked to vote additional supple- 
mental funds, since the present budget 
provides for only 2.8 million men and 
women in uniform, compared with the 
President’s goal of 3.5 million “as early 
as possible.” 

The 82d Congress, early in its session, 
will receive the fiscal year 1952 budget, 
certain to provide funds for the Armed 
Forces in excess of $50 billion. 

Through its approval of sufficient funds 
for the rapid expansion of the Services, 
Congress will insure the immediate needs. 
But beyond the problem of finances, there 
will be other matters of long-range nature 
demanding quick approval. 

Certain to head the inquiries of the Sen- 
| ate and House Armed Services Commit- 
tees will be the matter of modifying the 
present Selective Service System. A long- 
range military program will require some 
type of Universal Military Service, as has 
been advocated in past months by many 
influential civilian groups, including the 
Committee on Present Danger and the 
Association of American Universities. 
What is likely to evolve from the man- 
power hearings before the Congressional 
committees is a law which will combine 
Selective Service and Universal Military 
Service. It is known that this is a Number 
One priority of Secretary of Defense, Gen- 
eral Marshall, who with the aid of Deputy 
Secretary Robert A. Lovett and Assistant 
Secretary Anna M. Rosenberg, in charge 
of manpower problems, has given detailed 
study to this matter, with its many com- 
plex ramifications. 

Thus, money and manpower will be key 
Defense issues before the new Congress, 
and in some way each of these issues will 
reflect on other important legislation 
slated for consideration early in 1951. Fol- 
lowing, in capsule form, are some of the 
other matters with which the 82d Con- 
gress will be concerned: 

Housing — Defense officials have re- 
iterated that the lack of adequate housing 
is a serious morale factor, and in the 
matter of troop housing is a definite de- 
| terrent to military expansion. The De- 
| partment of Defense has said new legisla- 
| tion will be introduced to effect remedial 
amendments to current law in the matter 
of military housing. The Wherry Act has 
| been a tremendous aid in alleviating the 

housing shortage for dependents of mili- 

tary personnel, but this law, as it now

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THE WAR IN KOREA 











The reinforced Eighth Army late this 
week braced itself in defensive positions 
along the 38th parallel in Korea for an 
expected heavy assault by a half million 
Communist troops. 

Constant patrol contacts, frequent 
local engagements, and evidence of a 
heavy buildup of Red troops and supplies 
indicated preparations for an imminent 
offensive by Chinese and North Korean 
Communist forces. 

The Eighth Army was strengthened 
this week by the addition of the X Corps, 
100,000: strong, 
which was success- 
fully evacuated 
from Hungnam in 
Northeast Korea 
and redeployed in 
South Korea, be- 
coming for the 
first time an inte- 
gral part of the 
Eighth Army, thus 
bringing all United 
Nations troops in 
Korea under a sin- 
gle field command. 

Elation over the 
brilliant success of 
the evacuation of 
all elements of the 
X Corps, together with 18,000 vehicles and 
350,000 tons of supplies, on 193 ships of all 
types, was dampened by the tragic death 
in a motor accident of Lt. Gen. Walton H. 
Walker, the brilliant commander of the 
Eighth Army. General Walker was suc- 
ceeded by Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, 
who immediately left his post in Wash- 
ington as Deputy Chief of Staff of the 
Army and flew to Korea to assume com- 
mand. 

General Walker was killed when his 
jeep collided with a South Korean truck 
on a congested highway north of Seoul. 
General Walker was on his way to the 
front to decorate American and British 
soldiers who had distinguished themselves 
by conspicuous bravery in action during 
the recent major withdrawal of Allied 
troops on the western front. Among 
those to have been decorated in the sched- 
uled ceremony was General Walker’s son, 
Captain Sam Walker. 

General Ridgway, the new Eighth Army 
commander, has a brilliant combat record 
and long experience in positions of great 
responsibility. He commanded the 82d 
Airborne Division and later the XVIII Air- 
borne Corps in the European campaigns 
of World War II. He jumped with his 
paratroopers in Normandy before dawn 
on D-Day, 6 June, 1944, to be among the 
leading elements of the American armies 
in the liberation of France from German 
occupation. 

The X Corps, composed of three Ameri- 
can and two South Korean divisions, 
under command of Maj. Gen. Edward M. 
Almond, USA, was added this week to 
General Ridgway’s Eighth Army, bringing 
the army to an aggregate strength of 
about a quarter of a million men. This 
corps was evacuated from Northeast 
Korea in one of the most successful opera- 
tions of its kind in military history. Ele- 
ments of the corps were subsequently de- 
barked at the port of Pusan in South 
Korea, and later effected a junction with 
the Eighth Army. 

When the Chinese Reds intervened in 
Korea in great force little more than a 
month ago divisions of the X Corps were 
deployed on widely scattered missions 
over much of Northeastern Korea. Each 
of the Allied units suddenly found itself 
opposed by enemy forces of great numeri- 
cal superiority.

The 17th Regimental Combat Team of 
the American Army 7th Division had 
reached the Manchurian border at the 
Yalu River, near the town of Hyesanjin. 
The other two regiments of the 7th Divi- 
sion, the 3lst and 32d, and the Ist USS. 
Marine Division were in the reservoir 
area in the mountains, some 50 miles from 
the coast. The American Army 3d Divi- 
sion was operating north and west of the 
port of Wonsan. 

The South Korean Capital Division, 
supported by U.S. Naval gunfire, had 
made a long and successful march north- 
ward along the coast, and was approach- 
ing the Siberian border. The South Ko- 
rean 3d Division was operating farther 
inland. 

With the heavy influx of great numbers 
of Chinese Reds into this part of Korea 
the positions held by the American and 
South Korean troops became untenable, 
and those in the reservoir area were sur- 
rounded by the enemy. A general with- 
drawal toward Hungnam was ordered. 
The port of Wonsan was abandoned and 
a huge evacuation fleet was concentrated 
at Hungnam. 

In the withdrawal to the port of em- 
barkation only the surrounded Marines 
and the two regiments of the 7th Division 
in the reservoir area encountered par- 
ticularly heavy enemy opposition. Assisted 
by strong air support, and by units of 
the 3d Division, moving inland to their 
aid, the encircled soldiers and Marines 
blasted their way to safety through at 
least seven enemy divisions. Their losses 
were heavy but were only a fraction of 
the enormous casualties they inflicted on 
the enemy. 

A beachhead was established at Hung- 
nam, within which the troops to be evacu- 
ated were assembled. The perimeter was 
successfully defended by the 3d and 7th 
Divisions and held for two weeks while 
personnel, heavy equipment and supplies 
were loaded on transports. 

As more troops boarded the transports 
the beachhead was contracted and the 
defending force was reduced to units of 
the 3d Division. Naval guns furnished 
long-range artillery for the perimeter de- 
fense, and fighter planes continually at- 
tacked enemy troop concentrations. 

The Reds moved on the beachhead in 
great strength, and repeatedly launched 
abortive attacks. All of the attacks were 
repulsed with heavy enemy losses. After 
Allied troops reached the port area of 
Hungnam their losses were surprisingly 
light. Combined Allied ground, Naval and 
air operations prevented the enemy from 
concentrating sufficient strength at any 
point to mount an effective assault on our 
positions. 

The withdrawal by sea, an amphibious 
operation in reverse, was accomplished 
smoothly. Practically all equipment and 
supplies were loaded on the vessels of the 
embarkation fleet. Not a piece of usable 
equipment was left behind. Warehouses 
of food were thrown open to the destitute 
civilian population of Hungnam. 

The last troops to board the transports 
were demolition units which blew up 
cranes, port facilities, docks, and even 
harbor buoys. It was estimated that it 
would take the Reds at least six months 
to rehabilitate the port of Hungnam. 

In addition to 105,000 military person- 
nel, there were more than 110,000 North 
Korean civilians evacuated by sea to 
South Korea. These refugees abandoned 
their homes and possessions rather than 
again be subject to Red rule. 

U. N. Communique 

After the redeployment of the X Corps 
from the Hungnam beachhead to South 
Korea General MacArthur issued the 
following signed United Nations com- 
munique reviewing the recent military 





operations that led to the successful 
evacuation of Allied troops from Hung- 
nam: 

‘The amphibious movement of the X Corps 
from the Hungnam sector to a juncture with 
the Eighth Army has been successfully com- 
pleted with but light casualties and no ma- 
teriel loss. This operation has been conducted 
with great skill and coordination by Army, 
Navy and Air commanders concerned, and 
exemplary courage and marked efficiency has 
characterized the conduct of all personnel. 
It has completed the readjustment of our 
positions made necessary by the entry of 
Communist China into the war. 

“The real test of the United Nations Com- 
mand was when it was suddenly and without 
the customary notice of belligerency con- 
fronted by this new power in overwhelming 
force, and yet survived without marked 
diminution of its strength and resources, or 
loss of its fluidity of movement and maneuver. 
This it has done and has come through well. 

‘“‘With the successful close of this phase of 
our operations I believe it pertinent to review 
briefly the military events of the recent past. 
In the latter days of October our forces were 
advancing from the south and northeast in 
columns of pursuit to destroy the North 
Korean remnants, and complete the pre- 
scribed mission of restoring order and unifi- 
cation to all of Korea. The end of the cam- 
paign was clearly in sight when some of our 
units met with surprise assault by Chinese 
Communist elements of unknown organiza- 
tion and strength. In the face of this new 
force the Eighth Army was withdrawn to a 
closely integrated front, to there await the 
logistical buildup which would permit re- 
sumption of our advance in attack formation. 

**‘Meanwhile every effort was made to assess 
enemy strength and intentions in light of this 
new reinforcement, repeatedly and publicly 
declared by Chinese Communist authorities 
to be only on an individual volunteer basis. 
Political intelligence failed to penetrate the 
iron curtain and provided no substantial in- 
formation of intent. Field intelligence was 
handicapped by the _ severest limitations. 
Aerial reconnaissance beyond the border 
which was the normal source of field intelli- 
gence was forbidden. Avenues of advance 
from border sanctuary to battle area, only a 
night’s march, provided maximum natural 
concealment. No intelligence service in the 
world could have surmounted such handicap 
to determine to any substantial degree enemy 
strength movements and intentions. This left 
ground reconnaissance in force as the proper, 
and, indeed, the sole expedient. Not until 24 
November did our logistical position permit 
resumption of forward operations. We hoped 
that the Army would be opposed by no more 
than a token Chinese force to support previous 
commitments, but short of a full Chinese 
commitment to major operations. 

“Political reassurances that the United 
Nations Command would not violate the in- 
ternational border were universally believed 
to have failed to convince the Chinese au- 
thorities. The free world wanted the integrity 
of our purpose fully understood and accord- 
ingly renewed assurances were publicly given 
by me as military commander, upon the re- 
sumption of our advance, that the Eighth 
Army would be returned to its home station 
in Japan just as soon as the Korean border 
area had been cleared of hostile elements. 

“This but expressed our hopes, indeed the 
hopes of all men of goodwill, through reem- 
phasis of our military objectives. Unfortu- 
nately in some quarters it has been otherwise 
interpreted and my intent misrepresented. 

“Our advance was the final test of Chi- 
nese intentions. Events subsequently have 
disclosed that neither political nor military 
reassurances could have had the slightest 
influence upon the momentous decision under- 
lying Red China’s commitment of her forces 
to war. The Eighth Army and affiliated 
United Nations units met powerful enemy 
resistance along the entire line of resistance, 
which unmasked the fiction of volunteer par- 
ticipation, and disclosed the massive deploy- 
ment of the Fourth Chinese Field Army, an 
important segment of the entire Chinese 
Communist military strength, in a formation 
of nine corps abreast, in column of divisions 
to an aggregate of 27 divisions, with elements 
of the Third Field Army discovered in initial 
deployment immediately to the rear. Despite 
their initial valiant resistance some of the 
ROK Forces were overwhelmed by this mas- 
sive array. This exposed the Eighth Army’s 
right flank and required its withdrawal. 





These withdrawal operations, made in ac- 
cordance with plans previously prepared 
against any such eventuality, were skillfully 
conducted without loss of cohesion and with 
all units remaining intact. 

“‘The gallant 2d Infantry Division and the 
equally gallant Turkish Brigade, being di- 
rectly exposed by the gap torn through ROK 
Forces, took the heaviest attendant pressure, 
but the enemy, caught off balance in the 
midst of buildup operations, had not yet de- 
veloped the strength to enable exploitation 
of the breakthrough which would have im- 
periled the Eighth Army. 

‘‘Fortunately the presence of the X Corps 
of the enemy’s flank forced him to divide 
his forces, and thus further weaken his offen- 
Sive capabilities achieved at that stage of his 
buildup operations against the Eighth Army. 

“In its broad implications I consider that 
these operations, initiated on 24 November 
and carried through to this redeployment, 
have served a very significant purpose, pos- 
sibly in general result the most significant 
and fortunate of any conducted furthering 
the course of the Korean campaign. 

“‘The might of a major military nation was 
suddenly and without warning thrown against 
this relatively small United Nations com- 
mand, but without attaining a decision. 

‘“‘Due to intervening circumstances beyond 
our power to control, or even detect, we did 
not achieve the United Nations objective. 
But, at a casualty cost less than that experi- 
enced in a comparable period of defensive 
fighting on the Pusan perimeter, we exposed 
before too late secret political and military 
decisions of enormous scope, and threw off 
balance enemy military preparations aimed 
at surreptitiously massing the power capable 
of destroying our forces with one mighty 
extended blow. 

‘“‘No command ever fought more gallantly 
or efficiently, under unparalleled conditions of 
restraint and handicap, and no command 
could have acquitted itself to better advan- 
tage under prescribed missions and delimita- 
tions, involving unprecedented risk and 
jeopardy. 

“Douglas MacArthur,

General MacArthur this week made his 
most precise estimate of Red military 
strength in Korea and in immediate re- 
serve. He said that 444,406 Communist 
troops were deployed across the penin- 
sula along the 38th parallel. Of these 
277,173 are reported to be Chinese Reds 
and the remainder North Koreans. About 
a million more Red troops are in reserve 
in North Korea and Manchuria. 

A formidable North Korean army has 
been reconstituted. It consists of 23 divi- 
sions, of which 11 have been definitely 
identified at the front, where their patrols 
have been probing Allied positions. Most 
of these troops are new conscripts, hastily 
trained and equipped in Manchuria. 

While United Nations front-line troops 
in Korea are outnumbered more than two 
to one by the enemy, this disparity in 
strength is partially countered by Allied 
superiority in artillery, tanks, air power 
and naval strength. The lengthening of 
enemy lines of communications and the 
shortening of those of the Allies should 
prove advantageous to the United Na 
tions. The Reds can no longer bring sup 
plies and reinforcements from Manchuria 
to the front in a single night, and move 
ments by daylight are particularly vul- 
nerable to Allied air attacks. 

While the Chinese Reds have almost 
limitless manpower the loss of many 
thousands of their best troops during the 
past month must have had its effect on 
the morale and efficiency of the Com 
munist Army. Continued heavy attrition 
of men and equipment, in great dispro- 
portion to Allied losses, could wear down 
even the apparent inexhaustible mar 
power resources of Red China. 

Whether or not the Allies can hold 
their present defense positions is proble- 
matical, but they have the capability of 
fighting delaying actions all down the

(Continued from First Page) 
timate fate in the body may be followed. 
These compounds are not used for human 
studies, but only in studies with labora- 

tory animals. 

Research on the value of the various 
antibiotics in treating radiation injury, 
by control of infection and by other less 
obvious mechanisms, is an important 
phase of the department’s program, sup- 
ported in part by a grant to the School 
from the Atomic Energy Commission for 
this purpose. Aureomycin has been the 
antibiotic of choice, and results of experi- 
ments already completed at the School 
indicate that aureomycin may possibly 
save the lives of many of those exposed 
to lethal doses of radiation. Work along 
this line will expand with the growth of 
the department, as will studies of radia- 
tion tolerance both in normal individuals 
and in those with other types of injury. 

Radioactive isotopes have also opened 
up new approaches in studies of the mech- 
anisms of shock, blood circulation, respi- 
ration, and other vital physiological proc- 
esses. For example, the effects of whole- 
body irradiation on the body’s water and 
electrolyte balance are little understood 
at present. The department has been 
studying these effects, and results of ani- 
mal experiments will soon be published. 
An intermediate problem encountered in 
these studies was the difficulty of measur- 
ing accurately the total body water of 
the animals. The department solved this 
problem by using antipyrine to get this 
measurement, a method recently de- 
scribed in the literature. 

One of the well known activities of the 
department is the one-week orientation 
course for doctors on the Medical Aspects 
of Nuclear Energy which was given in 
November for the fifteenth time at the 
Graduate School. Leading military, public 
health, and civilian experts explain what 
conditions must be expected and what can 
be done in the event of an atomic attack 
on United States cities. Some 3,000 doctors 
and public health officials from all over 
the country have completed the course. 
They are passing on what they have 
learned to others, and branch courses 
covering the same ground have been set 
up in a number of communities. 

The idea of the course originated with 
Brig. Gen. James P. Cooney, now Chief 
of the Atomic Energy Commission’s Radi- 
ological Branch, Military Application Di- 
vision. It was organized and presented 
at the Army Medical Center, initially 
under the auspices of the Armed Forces 
Special Weapons Project. In November 
1949, the course was transferred to the 
Army Surgeon General by its original 
sponsors.

Chairman of the Medical Research and 
Development Board, Office of the Surgeon 
General, is the Commandant of the Army 
Medical Service Graduate School, a com- 
ponent part of the Army Medical Center. 

Lt. Col. Roy D. Maxwell, MSC, is Chief, 
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Department of Biophysics. Colonel Max- 
well is a native of Oklahoma who has 
specialized in radiobiology. 





Gen. Lemnitzer Assigned 


Orders were issued this week detach- 
ing Maj. Gen. Lyman L. Lemnitzer, USA, 
from duty in the Office, Secretary of De- 
fense, effective 31 Dec. and assigning 
him as Commanding General of the 11th 
Airborne Division at Fort Campbell, Ky. 

Since 16 Nov., General Lemnitzer has 
been on temporary duty at the Infantry 
Center, Fort Benning, Ga. On 22 Dec. 
1950, he completed the basic airborne 
course at Fort Benning and was rated 
a qualified parachutist, 

Until recently General Lemnitzer di- 
rected the Defense Department opera- 
tion of the Mutual Defense Assistance 
Program. He has been connected with 
the program since its inception in De- 
cember 1948, and throughout its recent 
expansion into a 6.5 billion dollar opera- 
tion covering the procurement and sup- 
ply of U. S. military equipment and as- 
sistance to some 20 foreign countries. 
He relinquished his responsibilities with 
MDAP on 1 Nov. when Maj. Gen. S. L. 
Scott, USA, was named Director of the 
Office of Military Assistance, Department 
of Defense. 

The 11th Airborne Division—“The An- 
gels,’—was activated 25 Feb. 1943, at 
Camp Mackall, N. C. It arrived in New 
Guinea in the Southwest Pacific in the 
spring of 1944. It had a distinguished 
combat record in the campaigns of Leyte 
and Luzon in the Philippines in 1944-45. 
Following the Japanese surrender it 
was assigned occupation duty in Honshu, 
Japan. The Division returned to the 
United States in the summer of 1949. 
Brig. Gen. Lemuel Mathewson, USA, is 
present Commander of the Division.

Presentation of the award, with which 
went a suitably engraved ship’s bell, was 
made at the annual luncheon of the Ma- 
rine Exchange by President Fred B. Gal- 
breath, who announced that the selection 
committee was composed of Bay Area 
newspaper maritime reporters. 

At the time of his appointment as Port 
Manager by the Board of State Harbor 
Commissioners for San Francisco Har- 
bor, General Wylie had just retired after 
28 years of service with the Army Trans- 
portation Corps. He had been Assistant 
Chief of Transportation with headquar- 
ters at the Pentagon Building, in charge 
of transportation activities in the United 
States and overseas, including water, 
rail, truck and air, and all ports of em- 
barkation in all theaters.

Army Expansion 


The Army announced this week that 
it will recall approximately 7,500 addi- 
tional company grade Reserve and Na- 
tional Guard officers in the arms and 
services, 100 WAC company grade offi- 
cers, 890 medical officers, 850 dental offi- 
cers and 415 officers of the Medical Serv- 
ice Corps. 

At the same time, the Army called 
upon Selective Service to provide 80,000 
inductees during March, the same num- 
ber to be inducted during January and 
February. This brings to 450,000 the to- 
tal number of men requested by the 
Army from Selective Service. 

The Army expects that the bulk of the 
company grade officers in the arms and 
services will enter active duty voluntari- 
ly as a patriotic service in a time of na- 
tional emergency. Company grade offi- 
cers should submit their applications di- 
rect to the Chiefs of the Military Dis- 
tricts in which they live. National 
Guard officers should submit applications 
through National Guard channels to the 
State Adjutant General concerned. 

All officers ordered into active service 
will be given at least 30 days in which 
to close out their personal and business 
affairs, unless they desire to report at 
an earlier date. 

For the first time, company grade offi- 
cers of divisional troop program units of 
the Organized Reserve may be ordered 
up as individuals, but the total number 
from any unit will be small. 

The Army emphasized that officers as- 
signed to divisional units have been 
placed in Priority V and will not be or- 
dered into active military service until 
efforts to fill quotas from four other 
sources have failed. These include: 

Priority I: Qualified officers of the Or- 
ganized Reserve Corps and of the National 
— of the United States who volunteer for 
duty. 

Priority II: Members of the Organized Re- 
serve Corps commissioned from ROTC who 
were deferred from Selective Service under 
an ROTC deferment agreement and who have 
had less than one year's prior active federal 
service as officers. This includes those offi- 





cers who will graduate at mid-term of the 
1950-51 academic year. 
Priority III: Members of the Organized 


Reserve Corps commissioned from the ROTC 
who did not execute an ROTC deferment 
agreement and who have had less than one 
year’s prior active federal service as officers. 
warrant officers, or enlisted men. 

Priority IV: Members of the Volunteer Re- 
serve. 

The Army stated that officers with 
four or more dependents will not be or- 
dered to active service if they request ex- 
emption because of hardship. Dependents 
for this purpose are defined as wife, 
children, and dependent parents. WACs 
with dependents under 18 years of age 
will not be ordered into active military 
service. 

Also excluded will be veterans who 
have completed the senior course, ROTC, 
and are completing a college course. 
Such persons, the Army said, will not 
be selected prior to graduation or with- 
drawal from college. 

However, officers who are drawing 
pensions, disability allowances, or dis- 
ability compensation from the Govern- 
ment who have been exempt previously, 
may be selected and ordered into ac- 
tive military service provided they are 
otherwise qualified.

effective 31 Dec., it is announced by Maj. 
Gen. Lewis A. Pick, Chief of Engineers.

Navy Expands Air Training 

The Navy revealed this week that it 
plans to expand its air technical training 
program by reopening one training center 
and increasing operations at a second. 

At Jacksonville, Fla., the training cen- 
ter at the Naval Air Station will be re- 
opened, and nine schools will be moved 
in from the training center at Memphis, 
Tenn., early in January. 

Operations at Memphis will be in- 
creased. Eleven air technical training 
schools there, along with the headquar- 
ters of Rear Adm. Harold M. Martin, Chief 
of Naval Air Technical Training, will be 
expanded. The Navy said that increased 
operations at Memphis “will call for a 
monthly input of about 1,000 students.” 
The increase is approximately 30 per cent 
over the current rate. Officer and en- 
listed instructors at the center will also be 
increased. 

Restoration work has been initiated 
on more than 70 buildings which will 
house the technical schools at Jackson- 
ville and the first students will begin 
studies there in March, the Navy said. 
When the _ schools reach operating 
strength, they will be staffed by more 
than 100 officers and nearly 1,800 men, 
who will train a planned input of almost 
1,000 men a month. The Navy said the 
total number under instruction at any 
one time will be about 6,000. 

During World War II the NATTC at 
Jacksonville reached a peak of 12,000 stu- 
dents and instructors. 


Pearl Harbor Housing 


Marine officers below the rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel must wait from four to 
six months for rental housing in Pearl 
Harbor, according to a Marine Corps 
monthly information bulletin. 

The bulletin also stated that enlisted 
personnel of the first four pay grades 
must wait one year for rental housing, 
or from two to three months for quonset 
huts. 

Public quarters assigned to lieutenant 
colonels and above “are normally fully 
occupied,” the bulletin said, “and informa- 
tion should be requested as to availability 
of quarters for dependents before depend- 
ents commence travel.” 


Wins Pistol Shot Award 

The Distinguished Pistol Shot Gold 
Medal, highest pistol marksmanship 
award given by the Navy, has been pre- 
sented to Capt. John Quinn, USN. Only 23 
of the medals have been previously 
awarded to Naval personnel. 

A pistol expert for over 20 years, Cap- 
tain Quinn qualified for the medal by 
winning credits in the 1929 and 1949 Na- 
tional Pistol Championship matches and 
the 1950 Service Pistol Team match. The 
medal was presented by Rear Adm. A. G. 
Noble, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance. 

Captain Quinn is Ammunition Program 
Director for the Bureeau. 

















Flag Changes 

Rear Adm. John M. Hoskins has beén 
ordered to report as Commander, Pacific 
Division, Military Air Transportation 
Service, with headquarters in Honolulu. 
He had previously been in command of 
a carrier division in the Pacific Fleet. 

Rear Adm. William G. Tomlinson, who 
leaves the MATS post, will be ordered to 
the carrier division command vacated by 
Admiral Hoskins. 

The Navy also officially announced that 
Vice Adm. Edwin D. Foster, SC, will retire 
on 1 Jan. He will be relieved as Chief of 
Naval Material by Rear Adm. Albert G. 
Noble, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
whose nomination to Vice Admiral was 
confirmed last week. 

Rear Adm. Malcolm F. Schoeffel, com- 
maner of the Naval Air Test Center at 
Patuxent River, Md., will relieve Admiral 
Noble. 

Rear Adm. Homer N. Wallin will re- 
port in January as Chief of the Bureau 
of Ships, relieving Rear Adm. David H. 
Clark, whose appointment expires on 1 
Feb. Admiral Clark will become Com- 
mander of the Norfolk Naval Shipyard, 
the assignment previously held by Ad- 
miral Wallin. 

Rear Adm. Charles D. Wheelock, Dep- 
uty Chief of the Bureau of Ships, will be 
relieved by Capt. Wilson D. Leggett, jr., 
who has been seiected to the grade of 
Rear Admiral. Captain Leggett is Director 
of the U. S. Naval Engineering Experi- 
mental Station, Annapolis. No new duty 
assignment for Admiral Wheelock was 
announced. 


New Marine Topcoat 

A newly designed topcoat for Marine 
Corps officers and enlisted personnel has 
been authorized by the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

The officers’ topcoat will be of Marine 
Corps green overcoat material, and the 
enlisted topcoat will be of green kersey. 
Both will be treated with a durable wa- 
ter repellent. 

The topcoat will be a double breasted 
belted model with slash pockets and but- 
toned shoulder tabs, with the horizontal 
sword slit placed on the left side for all 
officers required to possess the sword. 

The officers’ topcoat will have a liner 
at the option of the individual. The en- 
listed topcoat, which will be made of 22 
ounce material until that stock is de- 
pleted, and of 16-17 ounce material there- 
after, will have a liner only when the 
latter material is used. 

The topcoat for officers will be optional 
until 30 June 1956, at which time it will 
become a required item of uniform. The 
officers’ short overcoat will be continued 
as an optional item of uniform, and the 
present officers’ trenchcoat will be classi- 
fied as “obsolete” after 30 June 1956. 

“Not intended for field use,” the newly 
adopted topcoat, with liner inserted, is 
suitable for wear either on liberty or in 
garrison, with either the blue or green 
uniforms, as an ovecoat, and, without 
the liner, is suitable for wear as a light- 
weight topcoat in the temperate zone. 

Cost of the officers’ coat will be ap 
proximately $47.00. 


Navy Develops Detectors 

Navy researchers have developed two 
types of radiation “dog tags” which ap- 
pear to fill the requirements for the pro- 
tection of its personnel. 

Both types are simple, rugged and inex- 
pensive, the Navy said. In addition, these 
“dosimeters,” which measure the amount 
of radiation exposure the wearer has 
experienced, keep their sensitivity in 
storage and under extreme heat. 

One type uses salt crystals which turn 
blue when exposed to gamma rays. A 
Navy medic can compare the intensity 
of the shade of blue of the “dog tag’ 
with a color chart and decide on the spot 
the degree of seriousness of the indi- 
vidual radiation casualty. 

Silver-activated phosphate glass is the 
sensitive element in the other type. 
Gamma rays convert the glass into 4 
phosphor which takes on an orange 
color under ultraviolet light. Here too, 
the intensity of the color is the measure 
of the radiation dose. 

The dosimeters have been in the proc- 
ess of development since the Bikini ex- 
periments. Research and development 
have been done by the Naval Research 
Laboratory under sponsorship of the Bu- 
reau of Ships.

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Reopen 13 Air Bases 


General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF 
Chief of Staff, has revealed tentative 
plans for activation of 13 air bases, in ad- 
dition to the 11 bases whose activation 
has been announced during the past six 
months. 

The activation of these installations is 
designed to partially meet requirements 
for current Air Force expansion to the 
68-wing level. All of the bases are sched- 
uled to be in operation within the next 12 
months. 

Under present plans, some of the bases 
to be activated would be used jointly by 
the Air Force and civil aviation activities. 

During the past six months, the Air 
Force has made extensive surveys of 
former World War II bases now on a 
“standby” status, civilian airports and 
other government facilities to determine 
what facilities were available. The 13 
bases to be activated were selected as the 
best possible sites to support the 68-wing 
program after consideration of Air Force 
requirements. 

The list of stations to be activated and 
their locations are: Amarillo Airport, 
Tex.; Big Spring Airport, Tex.; Burling- 
ton Airport, Vt.; Camp Wolters, Mineral 
Wells, Tex.; Duluth Airport, Minn.; Gei- 
ger Field, Spokane, Wash.; Lockbourne 
AFB, Columbus, »Ohio; McGhee-Tyson 
Airport, Knoxville, Tenn.; Niagara Falls 
Municipal Airport, N. Y.; Oxnard Airport, 
Calif.; Paine Field, Everett, Wash.; Suf- 
folk County Airport, Westhampton, N. Y., 
and Truax Field, Madison, Wis. 

Since 1 July 1950, the Air Force has 
announced activation plans for the fol- 
lowing 11 bases: Alexandria AFB, La.; 
Luke AFB, Phoenix, Ariz.; Columbus A- 
FB, Miss.; Dover AFB, Dela.; Ent AFB, 
Colorado Springs, Colo.; Greenville AFB, 
S. C.; Greenville AFB, Miss.; Sampson A- 
FB, Geneva, N. Y.; Orlando AFB, Fla.; 
Peterson Field, Colorado Springs, Colo., 
and Presque Isle AFB, Me. 

In addition to these bases, several aux- 
iliary landing fields were acquired by the 
Air Force to be used in conjunction with 
the pilot training program. 





Trainers for B-47B’s 


Link Aviation, Inc., has announced that 
it has received a $2,000,000 letter con- 
tract from the U. S. Air Force to build 
trainers simulating the B-47B aircraft. 
Announcement of the award was made 
by Link Vice President and General Man- 
ager E. Allan Williford. 

In keeping with the accelerated expan- 
sion of the Air Force, deliveries on the 
new trainers are scheduled to begin late 
in 1951. Because of this schedule, Mr. 
Williford indicated that some expansion 
of the Link working force may be re- 
quired. The firm is currently completing 
deliveries on two flight trainers for the 
Navy simulating the SNJ and the F3D 
aircraft and is beginning production on a 
C-11A Jet Fighter for the U.S. Air Force. 
Link’s working force now numbers 800 
employees.

700 New AF Warrants 


General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF 
Chief of Staff, announced plans this week 
for the promotion of approximately 700 
airmen to the rank of Warrant Officer, 
Junior Grade, effective 15 March 1951. 

The action, which will bring Air Force 
warrant officer strength to approxi- 
mately 2,600 to meet current program- 
ming, represents the first time that air- 
men have been advanced to warrant 
officer status as a part of the Airmen 
Career Program. 

Final selections and appointments will 
be made by major commands in ac- 
cordance with USAF allotted quotas and 
within generally prescribed Air Force 
specialties. All master sergeants through- 
out the Air Force meeting basic eligi- 
bility criteria may be considered. Selec- 
tion will be made on a “best qualified” 
basis. 

To be eligible for consideration, an 
airman must have completed at least one 
year of active Federal service as a master 
sergeant in the Air Force, and must be 
between 21 and 46 years of age. 

Applications are not to be submitted 
by airmen, but a statement affirming de- 
sire for appointment will be obtained 
from each airman who is nominated for 
consideration in connection with the 
making of final selections.

of rank for the temporary majors to be 
promoted, the Air Force noted this ex- 
ception. Any officer who previously 
served on active duty in the grade of 
major or higher—this does not include 
terminal leave grade—will be given a 
date of rank determined by backdating 
from 15 Feb. 1951 a period equal to total 
active service in grade of major or 
higher, including service under Far East 
Air Forces or Strategic Air Command 
spot appointment, provided that the offi- 
cer has not been reduced for cause. 

As was reported in the 16 Dec. issue 
of THE JOURNAL, the temporary promo- 
tions to major will be recommended by 
the major commands for all personnel 
except Chaplains and officers of the Air 
Force Medical Service. These officers will 
be named by a central selection board 
which will consider also officers not as- 
signed to specific major commands. 

The following officers are eligible for 
consideration for temporary advance- 
ment to major. 

1. All Air Reserve or Air National Guard 
officers currently on active duty in the grade 
of Captain, holding a valid commission as 
Major in his respective Reserve component. 

2. All Regular and non-Regular officers 
currently on active duty in the grade of 
Captain, regardless of permanent grade, 
whose date of initial appointment as a Cap 
tain is prior to November 1, 1945 and who 
served on active duty in the grade of Captain 
or higher at least 16 months prior to 30 June, 
1947. 

3. All other Regular and non-Regular offi- 
cers who now hold or have previously held 
a FEAF or SAC spot appointment in the 
grade of Major, excluding officers whose spot 
appointments were terminated for cause. 

When the temporary advancements to 
the rank of lieutenant colonel and colo- 
nel will be announced was not certain 
late this week. The Air Force has re- 
leased criteria qualifications which make 
about 5,000 majors and 2,500 lieutenant 
colonels eligible for..consideration for 
higher temporary rank. 

The Air Force has said that a central 
selection board will meet at USAF Head- 
quarters early in January to name lieu- 
tenant colonels for temporary promotion 
to colonel. With regard to the advance- 
ments to the temporary rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel, the Air Force has stated 
that this will be done partly by the major 
commands and partly by action at USAF 
Headquarters. 

To Lt. Col. 

The following are eligible for promo- 
tion consideration to the grade of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel: 

1. All Air Reserve or Air National Guard 
officers currently serving on active duty in 
grade of Major, who hold valid commission 
as Lieutenant Colonel in Air Reserve or Air 
National Guard. 

2. All Regular and non-Regular officers 
currently serving on active duty in grade of 
Major, regardless of permanent grade, whose 
date of initial appointment in that grade is 
prior to 1 November 1945 and who served on 
active duty in grade of Major or higher at 
least sixteen (16) months prior to 30 June 
1947. 

3. All other Regular and non-Regular offi- 
cers who now hold or previously held 2 
FEAF or SAC “spot’’ appointment in the 
grade of Lieutenant Colonel. This does not 
include officers whose ‘‘spot’’ appointments 
were terminated for cause. 

To Colonel 

The following criteria has been an- 
nounced for the temporary promotion to 
the rank of Colonel: 

1. All Air Reserve or Air National Guard 
officers currently serving on active duty in 
grade of Lieutenant Colonel who hold valid 
commission as Colonel in Air Reserve or Air 
National Guard. 

2. All Regular or non-Regular officers cur 
rently serving on active duty in grade of 
Lieutenant Colonel, regardless of permanent 
grade, whose date of initial appointment in 
that grade is prior to 1 July 1945 and who 
served on active duty in grade of Lieutenant 
Colonel or higher at least 20 months prior 
to 30 June 1947.

stands, is not the complete answer. 

Increased Pay—Representative Paul 
Kilday (D-Tex.) of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, prime mover in the en- 
actment of the Career Compensation Act, 
has promised an omnibus bill of amend- 
ments to obviate inequities. In this, he is 
being aided by scores of letters forwarded 
to him by THE JOURNAL. Representative 
Pat Sutton (D-Tenn.) has told this pub- 
lication that he will press for higher pay 
for junior officers during the 82d Con- 
gress. 

Combat Pay—Another measure certain 
to receive consideration during the first 
weeks of the new Congress pertains to 
the proposed combat pay for ground force 
personnel of the Army and Marine Corps 
and for certain Naval personnel, such as 
men aboard minesweepers, engaged in 
specially hazardous duties. The matter 
has been under Department of Defense 
study for some time and should be ready 
for submittal to Congress early next 
month. It is believed the measure will 
ask $100 a month combat pay for officers 
and $50 per month for enlisted personnel, 
with a three-month payment for men 
who are wounded. 

Income Tax Exemptions—The 81st Con- 
gress voted a $200 monthly exemption for 
officers in the combat zone and total ex- 
emption for enlisted personnel in this lim- 
ited area, but the hastily-approved meas- 
ure is known to have obvious deficiencies 
and there is certain to be discussion per- 
taining to broadening of income tax bene- 
fits for all military personnel. 

Warrant Officer Promotions—The De- 
partment of Defense is readying legisla- 
tion to provide for an increase in the 
number of warrant officers in the top pay 
grades. Congressmen have expressed con- 
cern over the relatively small number of 
warrant officers in the W-4 and W-3 
grades. 

Air Force Organization — Chairman 
Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) of the House Armed 
Services Committee submitted a bill dur- 
ing the 81st Congress providing for a spe- 
cific Air Force Organization, such as 
Congress has voted for the Army and 
Navy. The bill was not acted upon, but it 
certain to be revived in the new Congress. 
Chairman Vinson’s measure would take 
from the Air Force many of its present 
activities, such as those relating to medi- 
cal care and religious welfare. 

Dependent Care—Representative L. 
Mendel Rivers (D-S.C.) of the House 
Armed Services Committee, has declared 
that he will reintroduce legislation spell- 
ing out in specific terms additional Con- 
gressional approval for medical care to 
families of military personnel. He has said 
that Chairman Vinson has given assur- 
ance that his measure will have a high 
priority in the House Armed Services 
Committee. 

Personnel Policies—The existence of a 
National Emergency could result in 
wholesale modification of the Officer Per- 
sonnel Act insofar as the Army and Air 
Force are concerned. For the Navy, new 
legislation is required to provide for re- 
tention in service of certain officers who 
are passed over and early action on this 
matter is anticipated. 

The foregoing are but a few of the 
many Defense items to be included on the 
agenda of the 82d Congress. Scores of 
other bills will be introduced during the 
next few months. 

Fortunately, the membership of the 
Armed Services Committees will change 
little from the 8lst to the 82d Congress. 
There will be a continuity of work, which 
will permit speedy action. 

This is vital, for the Nation will not 
tolerate undue delay in Defense legisla- 
tion. At a time of peril, Defense legisla- 
tion will be given the green light in the 
new Congress. 
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Medical Recalls 


Assistant Secretary of Defense Anna 
M. Rosenberg announced this week that 
in calling Reserve medical officers of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force to active duty 
consideration will be given to the medical 
needs of the local communities. This 
policy is now in effect with respect to 
physicians and dentists to be drafted un- 
der Selective Service. 

Whenever it is proposed to call addi- 
tional Reserve medical officers to active 
duty the Armed Services Medical Ad- 
visory Committee, known as the Cooper 
committee, will be consulted, which will 
advise as to the needs of the Services 
for additional medical personnel. Subse- 
quently the proposed call will be con- 
sidered by the National Health Resources 
Advisory Committee, known as the Rusk 
Committee, to determine the effect on 
civilian medical requirements. 

Before an individual Reserve medical 
officer is called to active duty the local 
medical advisory board of the Selective 
Service System will determine whether 
he is essential to the health of the local 
community, and, if so, will recommend 
deferment. Final determination will be 
made by the Defense Department. 

Mrs. Rosenberg said that it was ex- 
pected that 19 per cent of the first pri- 
ority physicians and dentists under Se- 
lective Service will be found to be dis- 
qualified physically for military service. 


Reopen Luke AFB, Ariz. 


Luke AFB, Phoenix, Ariz., was reac- 
tivated late this week. The base will be 
under the jurisdiction of the Air Force’s 
Air Training Command which has its 
headquarters at Scott AFB, Belleville, Il. 

Luke AFB was used during World War 
II for advanced single-engine pilot train- 
ing and was placed on inactive status 
after the war as a standby base.

Gen. Elmer J. Rogers, jr., USAF, 
has received new assignment as the Air 
Force member of the Joint Strategic 
Survey Committee of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff.

Ground Command in Korea. The tragic death of Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker in a 
jeep accident in Korea deprives the Army of one of its valued leaders, and the United 
Nations of a field commander of consummate skill. As a brilliant corps commander in 
General Patton’s Third Army in Europe, General Walker and his fast-moving tanks 
and armored infantry contributed to the triumph over Hitler’s veteran armies. He was 
a master craftsman in offensive operations. His fame would have been secure without 
Korea. But in Korea, in command of the Eighth Army, he proved his remarkable 
versatility as a field soldier. Confronted initially with overwhelming numbers he 
conducted exceedingly skillful holding and withdrawing operations, the most diffi- 
cult in warfare, finally holding tenaciously to the Pusan beachhead, while completing 
the buildup of his army. Coincidental with General MacArthur’s flanking amphibious 
operation at Inchon, the Eighth Army struck hard, broke out of the beachhead, and 
all but annihilated the North Korean army. Had it not been for the unexpected Red 
Chinese intervention the Korean War would have ended a month ago in a complete 
United Nations victory. When the sudden onslaught of the armies of Chinese Com- 
munists threatened the destruction of the Allied forces General Walker conducted 
a masterful withdrawal, inflicting tremendous casualties on the enemy and keeping 
his army intact. It was while going to the front to decorate Allied heroes for bravery 
during this operation that he met his death. He was a soldier’s soldier, and he died 
a soldier’s death, moving toward the front on the field of battle. The Congressional 
suggestion for his posthumous advancement to full general should be approved. It 
was unfortunate that General MacArthur’s recommendation for his promotion to 
that rank had not been acted upon prior to his death. 

Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, who has succeeded General Walker in command 
of the Eighth Army, now augmented by the X Corps, is a brilliant tactician and a 
fearless leader. As commander of the 82d Airborne Division he jumped with his 
men in Normandy before dawn on D-Day, 6 June 1944, being among the very first 
to set foot on France to open the famous western front. Subsequently he commanded 
the first airborne corps in American history and won distinction in the hardfought 
Battle of the Bulge. Subsequent to the war he proved himself a skilled diplomat in 
working with Latin-American military leaders in connection with hemisphere de- 
fense. Just prior to his Korean assignment he was Deputy Chief of Staff for Ad- 
ministration. His wealth of experience in field and staff assignments ideally qualifies 
him for the strenuous duties he has been given in Korea. His high character, his 
natural qualities of leadership, and his brilliant attainments guarantee superb per- 
formance. The availability of eminently qualified general officers for instant assign- 
ment to high command in combat is a tribute to the organization and training of 
commissioned personnel of the US Army. 


Navy Surgeon General. The selection of Rear Adm. Herbert Lamont Pugh 
(MC), USN, as the Surgeon General of the Navy and Chief of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery is a happy one which will be well received throughout the profession 
as well as within the Armed Services. Admiral Pugh was a military man before 
he became a noted surgeon, serving as an enlisted man in the U. S. Marine Corps 
where he won the Marine Good Conduct and Expeditionary Medals in World War I. 
He was recipient of a Herndon Scholarship in the Medical School, University of 
‘Virginia, from which he was graduated in 1923. Subsequently he has performed 
outstandingly ashore and afloat and has contributed substantially to the excellent 
‘record’ and marvelous advances made in military medicine. During the past four 
years he has been Deputy to the distinguished Surgeon General, Rear Adm. Clifford 
‘A. Swanson (MC) USN, and has had an intimate role in the closer relationship that 
‘has come about between the medical services under the unification program, He 
and the Surgeons General of the Army and the Air Force are by their training and 
experience, as well as by their legal positions, the qualified and responsible officials 
to carry forward the great task of protecting the health of the Armed Services 
and caring for their sick and wounded. May their positions be safeguarded and 
improved in future organizational changes. 


Industrial Mobilization. The two fundamental requirements of the “enduring 
system of National Defense,” set up as an objective by Secretary of Defense George 
C. Marshall, are a continuing source of trained manpower and a strong and ready 
program of industrial mobilization. The former can be obtain:d through the inte- 
gration of a long-range system of universal military training with the presently 
required selective service program. Such a plan is being worked on and should 
be enaeted by the 82d Congress. It was to give a similar long-range purpose to the 
present procurement program that Secretary Marshall issued his directive aimed, 
among other purposes, at a broadening of the industrial base of the procurement 
program. By requiring the utmost utilization of the industrial mobilization program 
and accepted schedules of production the Secretary intends not only to speed the 
present rearmament but to strengthen long-range industrial mobilization. Civilian 
management has always been willing to cooperate in such plans and General Mar- 
shall’s policy most apparently is designed to give them encouragement and support 
toward continued and stronger integration in an “enduring system of National 
Defense,”

Pay Raise for All 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

In regard to your article on the omni- 
bus bill of amendments to the Career 
Compensation Act, I would like to make 
some recommendations for whatever they 
might be worth. 

First, I am wholly in accord with a pay 
raise for junior officers, to help offset our 
rising cost of living. However, considera- 
tion should be given to field grade officers 
as an increase for company grades would 
make the difference in pay between a 
captain and a major far smaller than the 
difference between their responsibilities. 
This is true even now, due to the present 
longevity structure. The base pay spreads 
for officers under two years service seem 
to be about proper. However, a major or 
lieutenant colonel has to wait so long for 
a longevity increase that in the long run, 
they make very little more than the next 
junior grade. I believe this situation could 
be remedied simply by having all grades 
commence drawing longevity increases 
with their first two years service.

Warrant Pay and Promotion 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

THE JOURNAL is to be congratulated for 
its forthright editorials seeking justice 
for the forgotten Warrant Officers. We 
were certainly left in the cold by the Ca- 
reer Compensation Act. 

We were told that this bill was going 
to adjust pay and allowances in relation 
to the responsibilities and knowledge re- 
quired in a certain job. 

Iam on a station where subsistence and 
family allowances are paid to enlisted 
men, and I could take two breaks in rate 
to HM1 and make more as a HM1 than I 
am now drawing. My pay as a Chief on 
this station would amount to approxi- 
mately $32.25 a month more than I am 
now receiving. 

During the past thirty months aboard 
this station I have drawn approximately 
$1,200.00 less as a Warrant Officer than 
I would have made had I been a Chief 
during this same period. 

At sea I would lose approximately $240 
a year the way the bill is presently written 
in comparison to a Chief's pay. 

It has been most discouraging, and it 
has looked hopeless until THE JOURNAL 
and Representatives Kilday and Sutton 
came to our aid. 

Another great injustice in the writer’s 
opinion is the length of service required 
between Warrant grades. Six years is 
especially long for the W1 to W2 advance- 
ment when an Ensign goes to Lt. (jg) in 
approximately 3 years and from a mone- 
tary point of view is much better off. 
In other words, an Ensign could go from 
Ensign to Lt. in approximately 7 years, 
getting two raises whereby the W1 goes 
to W2 in six years and gets one raise. 
Most Warrant Officers are made within 
the service and each one has been trained 
in his particular field to give the maxi- 
mum amount of his services at time of 
appointment. The majority of Reserve En- 
signs were given direct commissions from 
civilian life and spent a great deal of the 
first year or two in a training capacity. 
Although the Ensigns spend only a frac- 
tion of three years rendering services to 
the government, he is given a promotion 
to Lt. (jg) while the Warrant Officer

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower and some members 
of his staff will leave next week for Europe to establish headquarters of the Supreme 
Commander of the international forces to be organized for the defense of Western 
Europe against Communist aggression. The general is expected to establish his 
command post in France, perhaps at Fontainebleau, now the headquarters of the 
military planning staff of the five Brussels Treaty countries, which is expected to 
be merged with General Eisenhower’s command. Temporary headquarters will be at 
the Astoria hotel in Paris. ‘ 

It is expected that the assignment of General Eisenhower to the supreme com- 
mand of the as yet non-existent Allied force will spur the Atlantic Pact nations to 
greater efforts to organize, arm and train the military units essential to European 
defense. Not much difficulty is expected in the development of naval and air forces, 
since current expansion in the United States and Great Britain, when completed, 
will go far toward meeting defense requirements of the Allied countries. 

The principal difficulties already being encountered are in the organization of 
formidable land armies. The Allies look to France and Western Germany to supply 
a great deal of the manpower needed to protect the western democracies, As evident 
in this week’s debate in the National Assembly many of the French deputies are 
reluctant to vote requisite funds for rearmament. In West Germany the party leaders 
apparently are trying to secure concessions of greater political independence before 
making unpopular commitments of German manpower to European defense. 

However, the tenacity and leadership displayed by American troops and com- 
manders in Korea have heartened the Europeans, and bolstered their wavering con- 
fidence in the ability of the western powers to stop Red aggression in Europe. 
Furthermore the universal admiration and esteem in which General Eisenhower is 
held in Western Europe enhance his ability to persuade hesitant statesmen to take 
constructive action in rebuilding their defenses. 

General J. Lawton Collins, Army Chief of Staff, has announced that additional 
American troops will be sent to Europe before 30 June 1951, and it is probable that 
more American Air and Naval units will also be made available for European service. 
Favorable Congressional action is expected on bills to appropriate funds to aid in 
European rearmament. 

In a refreshingly frank and courageous radio address in Norway Mr. Trygve Lie, 
Secretary-General of the United Nations, last Tuesday declared that aggression 
would be stopped in Korea and that United Nations forces would remain there until 
this is accomplished. His stirring speech effectively squelched persistent rumors 
that the United Nations might withdraw from Korea in the face of Red Chinese 
aggression, leaving the Koreans at the mercy of their Communist masters. 


Mr. Lie said that the United Nations was facing a supreme test in Korea. He 
indicated that if the United Nations surrendered to aggression in Korea it could 
not oppose aggression anywhere. He declared that we would continue military op- 
erations in Korea, even though that might mean open war with Red China. If such 
a war came, he said, it would be the fault of those who are “pulling the strings” and 
not the fault of the United Nations. 


The radio address of Mr. Lie followed closely a bellicose speech broadcast from 
Peiping by General Chu Teh, commander of the Red Chinese army, in which he de- 
clared that North Korean and Chinese troops would drive American forces from 
Korea. As the price of peace the Red Chinese military leader demanded the im- 
mediate withdrawal of foreign troops from Korea and Formosa, and that Red China 
be given its “rightful” seat in the United Nations, The Peiping official radio delivered 
what it called a “final warning” to American troops to get out of Korea. 


International developments brought President Truman back to Washington 
from his Christmas holiday a day earlier than planned. He arrived in Washington 
by air Tuesday afternoon and soon afterward had a dinner conference with Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson, Secretary of the Treasury John W. Snyder, Secretary 
of Defense George C. Marshall, and General Omar N. Bradley, Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

The principal subject under discussion was the situation in Korea which, it is 
understood, was explored from every angle. General Bradley briefed the President 
on the current military situation and Secretary Marshall discussed the plans for 
building up the nation’s defenses. Secretary Acheson reviewed world developments in 
the fight against Communist aggression. Secretary Snyder was present to discuss 
appropriations and taxation to meet increased defense expenditures. After the meet- 
ing it was indicated that it was probable that the President does not plan to make 
any immediate request of the new Congress for additional Federal taxes, but it is 
probable that such a proposal will be submitted later. 


For the first time in five years the United States will be represented in Madrid 
by an ambassador. The President this week appointed Mr. Stanton Griffis as ambas- 
sador to Spain. Pursuant to a resolution of the United Nations, the United States 
had previously declined to appoint an ambassador to Madrid, but diplomatic relations 
were continued through a charge d'affaires. The resolution was adopted in disap- 
proval of the dictatorial character of the Franco government, but apparently it served 
only to strengthen that regime. It was recently rescinded. The new Spanish ambas- 
sador to the United States will be former Foreign Minister Jose Felix Lequerica. 


Resumption of full diplomatic relations with Spain is important in view of 
the worsening relations with Russia. The Franco regime is strongly anti-Communist 
and Spain has a well-trained army, which is lacking, however, in modern equipment. 
Furthermore Spain has excellent air bases which would prove highly valuable in 
the event of a continental war. 
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Canada’s Princess Pats in Far East—Canada’s first fighting troops in the Far 
East, the second battalion of the famed Princess Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry, 
have arrived in the Western Pacific rounding out complete participation of all the 
Dominion’s armed forces with United Nations in the Korean theater. The Princess 
Pats are led by Lt. Col. J. M. (Big Jim) Stone. 

The battalion is the vanguard of a complete brigade of Canadian troops that 
the dominion parliament announced would be destined for Korean operations. Three 
other infantry battalions, one wholly French speaking, and a regiment of Royal 
Canadian field artillery, now training at Fort Lewis, Wash., are slated also for United 
Nations service in the Far East. 7 











Higher Rank for Field Commanders—Speculation in recent issues of THE 
JOURNAL relating to the possibility of higher rank for field commanders in Korea 
was confirmed when General of the Army Douglas MacArthur disclosed that he had 
recommended the late Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker, Eighth Army commander, for 
four-star rank, normally held by an officer in command of a field army in combat. 
This week, a move to promote General Walker posthumously gained support in 
Congress, as Senator Lyndon Johnson (D-Tex.) of the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee urged such action. Meantime, in view of the fact that General Walker's 
successor, Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, will have an even larger command, since 
he will direct operations of the X Corps also, it is likely that he may soon be given 
the rank of general. If this is done, a corollary action would undoubtedly see the 
commanding generals of corps in Korea, Maj. Gen. Edward M. Almond, who led the 
magnificant X Corps withdrawal from Hungnam, and Maj. Gen. John B. Coulter, who 
heads the IX Corps, elevated to three-star status. Maj. Gen. Frank W. Milburn, com- 
manding the I Corps in Korea, was nominated and confirmed several months ago as 
lieutenant general, but has never been advanced to that rank, presumably because 
of lack of a vacancy. 

The declaration by the President of a National Emergency removes the limit 
on the number of four-star and three-star officers each Service may have, which paves 
the way for the merited advancement of our field commanders in Korea. 


Ships of the Fleet—The command ship for the successful evacuation of U. N. 
forces at Hungnam, Korea, was the USS Mt. McKinley, which carries the flag of 
Rear Adm. James H. Doyle, USN. 

The USS Eleetron (AG-146), formerly a landing craft has been converted to a 
supply and repair ship for electronics gear, and is now in the forward area of the 
Pacific. The vessel, under the operational and administrative control of Commander 
Service Force, Pacific Fleet, recently was reactivated on the west coast of the United 
States. A sister ship the USS Proton is being put in commission in San Diego, Calif. 

The escort carrier USS Bataan launched its planes against the Chinese Com- 
munists 17 Dec. thereby adding additional striking power to Task Force 77. The 
carrier, under the command of Capt. Edgar T. Neale, USN, is carrying Marine fight- 
ing squadron 212 and Marine aircraft group 33. 

Sailors of the USS Hank last week gave a new twist to General MacArthur's 
Operation WALH (Write A Letter Home) with their own version as they bombarded 
military targets at Songjin and areas South of Chongjin on the East coast of Korea. 
As the Hank steamed toward her targets, the crew of the destroyer enthusiastically 
wrote notes to the North Korean and Chinese Red troops on each five-inch projectile 
that would be fired. The “mail” was delivered later in the day to its destination by 
air via the Hank’s five-inch guns. The notes ranged from the witty to the censorable 
while the most frequent postscript was “Don’t bother to answer this.” 

The destroyer USS Eversole—appropriately named—last week aided near 50 
starving and freezing North Koreans fleeing by sea from the Communists. The 
refugees were found aboard a 45-foot boat which flew the South Korean and United 
Nations flags. The Eversole provided the Koreans with water and food and hospital 
corpsmen ministered to the sick. A chart and compass also was supplied to aid the 
voyage southward. 

From the Far East has come a report that among the U. S. Navy ships par- 
ticipating in the recent sea withdrawal from Chinnampo were the USS Bayfield, 
under command of Capt. W. E. Farrell; USS Algol, commanded by Capt. John A. 
Edwards; USS Bexar, commanded by Capt. Clarence E. Coffin, jr.; USS Okanogan, 
commanded by Comdr. James B. Denton; and USS Montague, commanded by Capt. 
Henry P. Wright. Capt. Samuel G. Kelly was in command of the U. S. Navy Am- 
phibious Force units in this operation. 


“U. S. Fighting Man” Time’s Man of the Year—The “U. S. Fighting Man,” a 
symbolic modern “Everyman” of the U. S. Armed Forces, was announced this week 
by the editors of Time as their selection as man of the year. 

Accompanying the magazine’s four-color cover portrait by Ernest Hamlin Baker 
of a grim-faced, helmeted warrior against a background of battletorn terrain, is a 
special report on “an American, in the bitterly unwelcome role of the fighting man. 
It was not a role the American had sought either as an individual or as a nation. 
The U. S. fighting man was not civilization’s crusader, but destiny’s draftee.” 

No anonymous G. I. Joe, and yet not an identifiable person, the editors’ selection 
is symbolic of the U. S. Armed Forces, from just-inducted draftees to veterans of 
battle in Korea. His portrait is seen on the cover of Time this week by millions of 
readers the world over. The accompanying story describes the U. S. fighting man 
with real life case histories from home and through battle. 

“He was rightly as well as inevitably cast for his role as fighting man in the 
middle of the 20th century,” Time says. “No matter how the issue was defined, 
whether he was said to be fighting for progress or freedom or faith or survival. 
the American’s heritage and character were deeply bound up in the struggle. More 
specifically, it was inevitable that the American be in the forefront of this battle 
because it was the U. S. which had unleashed gigantic forces of technology and 
organizational ideas. These had created the great 20th century revolution. Com- 
munism was a reaction, an effort to turn the world-wide forces set free by U. S. 
progress back into the old channels of slavery.” 


A Year’s Expansion—The expansion of the Armed Forces from January of this 
year, when the original $13 billion defense budget was submitted, to December, when 
Congress was completing action on a budget now grown to $42.8 billion, was sum- 
marized in recent Congressional testimony by Secretary of Defense, General Marshall. 
He noted the Army first was to have 630,000 officers and men, which was expanded 
to 834,000 under the first supplemental and to 1,263,000 by the end of fiscal year 1951. 
(Subsequent to introduction of the second supplemental appropriations bill, the 
President set even higher targets, for a total of 3.5 million men and women in the 
Armed Forces.) 

General Marshall traced the budget expansion of the Navy from 375,000 to 580,000 
and then to 648,000 and similarly the Marine Corps was bolstered in budget requests 
from 72,000 to 138,000 and then to 166,000. 

For the Air Force, the three-phased budget expansion went from 416,000 to 


-568,000 and then to 651,000. 


Acting DCS, Administration—Lt. Gen. E. H. Brooks, USA, this week was serving 
as Acting Deputy Chief of Staff, Administration, an office held by Lt. Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway, USA, until ordered to Korea to succeed the late Lt. Gen. Walton H. 
Walker, USA. General Brooks, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-1, has filled General 
Ridgway’s post in an acting capacity many times in the past when the latter officer 
was out of Washington. General Brooks is the senior Assistant Chief of Staff. 
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Naval Ship Construction—The ups and downs of ship construction and conversion 
for the U. S. Navy has been told in Congressional testimony, recently made public. 
A statistical breakdown discloses the estimated expenditures by fiscal years: 1948, 
$294 million; 1949, $218 million; 1950, originally $20 million, but revised to $147 million; 
1951, originally $181 million, but increased to total of $404 million. 


U. S. Air Force in England—Reports from England tell of work on three RAF 
bases in the Midlands, where U. S. aviation engineers are preparing airstrips for use 
by heavy bombers. Assigned as Air Force commander for the bases is Col. William G. 
Booth, who heads a force of about 650 Air Force officers and enlisted men. Accommoda- 
tions are being readied for another 3500 men. Lt. Col. Gerald P. McCarthy is in charge 
of the engineer troops. 


Atomic Submarine—The wartime commander of U. S. submarines in the Pacific, 
Vice Adm. Charles A. Lockwood, USN-Ret., told the San Francisco Commonwealth 
Club last week that this nation was within three years of having an atomic-powered 
submarine. Naval officials have told Congress that such a craft would cost about 
$40 million. Admiral Lockwood maintained that a nuclear submarine could attain 
speeds from 25 to 50 knots underwater. He said a fleet of atomic submarines “could 
drive every surface ship from the sea.” 


Sixteen-Nation Force—With the arrival of Belgian, Dutch and Greek forces in 
Korea the number of nations actively participating in the United Nations fight 
against Communism in that embattled country has risen to sixteen. In addition to 
the above forces the nations now in Korea are: Australia, Canada, France, New 
Zealand, Republic of Philippines, Thailand, United Kingdom, United States, Union 
of South Africa, Turkey, Sweden, India and Republic of Korea. 

India has contributed an army ambulance and surgical unit and Sweden is 
represented by a Red Cross Field Hospital subscribed by public funds in that coun- 
try. 

The United States, United Kingdom, Australia and Republic of Korea have air, 
ground and naval forces. Air forces include the Union of South Africa, Greece, 
Belgium and Canada, the latter in ferrying supplies to Korea. Ground forces include 
Canada, France, Republic of Philippines, Thailand, Netherlands and Turkey. Naval 
forces include Canada, France, New Zealand, Thailand and the Netherlands. 


New Medical Corps General—Col. Elbert DeCoursey, MC, USA, Director of the 
Armed Forces Institute of Pathology has been advanced to the rank of brigadier 
general. The Surgeon General of the Army, Maj. Gen. R. W. Bliss, pinned the new 
stars on General DeCoursey during a brief ceremony attended by high ranking 
officers of the Army Medical Service. Former Commandant of the Army Medical 
Service Research and Graduate School, Army Medical Center, Washington, D. C., 
General DeCoursey has been Director of the Armed Forces Institute of Pathology 
since last August. 


Speed AF Guided Missile Program—Congressional testimony on the supple- 
mental defense budget has disclosed Air Force plans to more than double its ex- 
penditure for guided missiles. Previously, the Air Force had been granted $57 mil- 
lion for this purpose. Revised estimates represent an increase of $92 million for a 
total of $149.9 million. 

“The present program,” said Maj. Gen. Gordon P. Saville, USAF, Deputy Chief 
of Staff, Development, “represents a vigorous effort to obtain operational guided- 
missile units at an early date.” He added that the program marks “the first time 
we have been able to translate our continued efforts to develop such a structure 
into the actual framework of tactical units. As such,” said General Saville, “we feel 
that we have taken an important step toward the goal of increasing our combat 
capability by the use of guided missiles.” 

He emphasized, however, that the Air Forces does not expect “to revolutionize 
tactics and capabilities overnight. On the other hand,” explained General Saville, 
“we do believe that what we have scheduled will permit us to solve many of the 
major problems of guided-missile employment; it will enable us to plan more effec- 
tively for the future, and, by no means least of all, it will provide a significant con- 
tribution to our over-all effort.”

Loses Service Credits

I retired from active Army service on, 
31 Nov. 1947 in the grade of major. I had 
served approximately six years in the tem-. 
porary grade of colonel, and reverted to, 
my permanent grade of major at the time. 
of my retirement. I received 75 per cent. 
of the active duty pay of a major with 
28 years’ service by virtue of having 
served in the Navy prior to 12 Nov. 1918, 
This pay amounted to $348.91 per month. 

In 1948, under Public Law 810, I was. 
advanced on the retired list to the grade. 
of colonel. I was informed by the Finance, 
Department that this was considered a 
temporary grade by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, upon which the 75 per cent for World, 
War I service could not be based. So, my 
pay was now based on length of: service 
(28 years) and I received 70 per.cent of: 
the active duty pay of a colonel with 28, 
years’ service, which amounted to $372.17- 
per month. 

In October 1949 came the big pay in-. 
crease for which we had waited so long. 
Now I was to discover that I had lost 
credit for part of the service (inactive) 
which had been allowed in 1942, so that 
now my pay was 534 per cent of the ac-. 
tive duty pay of a colonel, which 
amounted to $385.11 per month. 

At the time of my retirement, due to, 
custom and tradition, I thought that the 
service that had been credited to me, 
would not be taken away, and that I 





Army Procurement 


While the National Emergency procla- 
mation has effected some changes in 
Army procurement procedures, the 
Army’s decentralized purchasing offices 
located throughout the United States will 
continue to handle all Army procurement, 
Under Secretary of the Army Archibald 
S. Alexander reports. 

“Even though most contracts for Army 
procurement will now be negotiated, the 
negotiations will be done at the decen- 
tralized purchasing offices,” Mr. Alexan- 
der said. “Industrialists who wish to sell 
to the Army have no more reason for com- 
ing to Washington to accomplish their 
business than they had before.” 

Under the emergency procedure, the 
major part of Army procurement will be 
handled on a negotiated contract basis 
rather than the advertised bid procedure 
that has been used almost entirely hereto- 
fore. This will enable purchasing offices to 
speed up purchases of needed items. 

The fact that procurement is to be ne- 
gotiated does not relax the requirements 
for competition, Mr. Alexander empha- 
sized. When supplies or services are to 
be acquired by negotiation, price quota- 
tions and proposals are solicited from 
qualified sources to assure competition 
consistent with the needs in each case. 

Under negotiated contract procurement 
the Army purchasing office normally in- 
vites qualified suppliers to submit quota- 
tions accompanied by estimated produc- 
tion costs. Each supplier whose proposal 
is low enough to be considered is then or- 





which purchasing officers endeavor to se- 
cure the best possible contract, taking 
into account quality, delivery, price, and 
other contract terms. The award is made 
to the supplier making the best final pro- 
posal. It is estimated that a 30 per cent 
savings in contract award time can be ef- 
fected by use of negotiated contract. 

Changes in procurement procedures will 
not involve any changes in procurement 
channels because the Army has decen- 
tralized its procurement to many pur- 
chasing offices throughout the United 
States, each responsible for purchasing 
certain classes of commodities. Suppliers 
who have been on lists for advertised 
bids will also be on lists for negotiated 
contracts. Consequently they will con- 
tinue to do business with the same pur- 
chasing offices as heretofore. 

The system of advertising for bids will 
continue to be used in the purchase of 
many items, particularly standard con- 
sumer goods. 


Relief Act Applicable 

The privileges and benefits provided by 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act 
of 1940 “are currently applicable,” the 
Navy announced this week. 

The Act authorizes the civil courts to 
protect the interests of persons in the 
Armed Forces by temporarily suspending 
the enforcement of certain of their civil 
liabilities if their ability to meet their 
obligations or to assert their rights is 
impaired by reason of their miiltary serv- 
ice.

Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker, USA 


Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker, USA, Com- 
manding General, Eighth Army, whom 
General of the Army Douglas MacArthur 
had recommended for four-star rank as 
recognition of distinguished achievements 
in Korea, was killed in a jeep accident 
north of Seoul on 23 Dec. 

Funeral services for General Walker will 
be held at Arlington National Cemetery on 
Tuesday 2 Jan. at 2P. M. 

General Walker’s remains will lie in repose 
in the chapel at Fort Myer, Virginia, on 2 
Jan. from 8 o’clock in the morning until the 
funeral services start. 

An aircraft from Japan carrying the re- 
mains of General Walker was scheduled to 
arrive at Washington during the night of 30 
31 Dec. Aboard the plane will be Mrs. Walton 
H. Walker, General Walker's widow; his son 
Capt. Sam Walker, and M/Sgt. Walter 
Reynolds. 

General Walker is also survived by his 
mother, who lives at Belton, Tex., and by a 
grandson, 

Honorary pall bearers at the funeral will 
include the Secretary of Defense, General 
Marshall; General Omar Bradley, General 
Dwight Eisenhower, General Jacob L. Devers, 
and other senior officers. 

General Walker was born in Belton, Tex., 
on 3 Dec. 1889, son of Mr. and Mrs. Sam S. 
Walker, and grandson of two Confederate 
Army officers. He attended the Wedemyer 
Military Academy in Belton, and for one 
year, studied at Virginia Military Institute, 
which he left to accept an appointment to the 
U. S. Military Academy at West Point. Upon 
graduation, he was appointed a second lieu- 
tenant of Infantry on 12 June 1912, and was 
assigned to the 19th Infantry at Ft. Sheridan, 
Til. 

In January 1942 he assumed command of 
the 3rd Armored Division and the following 
February was advanced to major general. In 
August 1942 he became Commanding General 
of the IV Armored Corps, Camp Young, Calif., 
and in October 1942 was given the coordinate 
mission of organizing and commanding the 
vast Desert Training Center. On 29 March 
1943 he relinquished command of the Center 
and proceeded to Camp Campbell, Ky., in 
April 1943, with his Corps, later designated 
the XX Corps. 

In February 1944 he went with the XX 
Corps to the European Theater of Opera- 
tions, where he commanded it until the end 
of hostilities. 

General Walker’s success in coordinating 
infantry and armor was praised by the War 
Department, and his tactics in the early fight- 
ing in France led to praise by Prime Minister 
Churchill in the House of Commons in Eng- 
land. For extraordinary heroism near Melun, 
where he directed establishment of a bridge- 
head across the Seine in the face of heavy 
fire, he received the Distinguished Service 
Cross. For gallantry in action while com- 
manding the XX Army Corps in France, June 
1944, he was awarded a second Oak Leaf Clus- 
ter to his Silver Star. 

On 27 April 1945, General Walker was pro- 
moted to lieutenant general, which was ef- 
fective 15 April. There General Patton pre- 
sented to him the three stars, which he in 
turn had inherited from General Dwight 
Eisenhower. 

Upon his return to the United States on 
23 June 1945, General Walker was named to 
command the Eighth Service Command, with 





headquarters at Dallas, Tex. 

On 11 June 1946 he assumed command of 
the Fifth Army Area, embracing the twelve 
states of Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Colorado, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, North Dakota, South Dakota and 
Wyoming. On 20 July 1948 General Walker 
was assigned as Commanding General, 
Eighth Army, Japan, and he assumed com- 
mand on 24 Sept. 

In July, 1950, General Walker took the 
Eighth Army to Korea to fight with the 
United Nations forces in the defense of South 
Korea against the North Korean Communists. 

In addition to the Distinguished Service 
Cross and the Silver Star with two Oak Leaf 
Clusters, mentioned in the foregoing, General 
Walker holds the following awards and deco- 
rations: The Distinguished Service Medal; 
Legion of Merit; Bronze Star; Legion d’Hon- 
neur (Officer Class-French); Croix de Guerre 
with Palm and Bronze Star (French); Medal 
of Metz (French); Medal of Verdun (French) ; 
Mexican Interior (World War I); Victory 
Medal with five stars (World War I); Army 
of Occupation (World War I); American De- 
fense; American Theater; European Theater 
of Operations with Six Stars; Order of the 
War for the Fatherland First Class (Rus- 
sian); Medal of Russian Guards Army; Grand 
Ducal Order of the Oak Leaf of the Crown 
(Luxembourg); Croix de Guerre (Luxem- 
bourg). 

General Walker is an honorary citizen of 
the following French cities, all of which were 
liberated by the XX Corps: Metz, Chartres, 
St. Symphorium, Thionville, Verdun and City 
of Luxembourg.

ICE Adm. Merlin O’Neill, USCG, Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard, this 
week announced new security regulations 
to safeguard the nation’s ports. The regu- 
lations stipulate that maritime workers 
must now apply to the Coast Guard for 
security cards permitting them to work 
on ships or to enter restricted port areas. 
The Coast Guard recently held compre- 
hensive hearings on this matter. 

The President in an Executive Order 
signed on 18 Oct. delegated to the Coast 
Guard responsibility for protection of 
waterfront facilities. As a result of this 
important responsibility, the Coast Guard 
presently is engaged in a substantial ex- 
pansion program. 


Adm. O’Neill’s Statement 


The following is the text of a statement 
made by Admiral O’Neill during recent 
Congressional hearings on supplemental 
funds for the Coast Guard. The statement 
reflects the added duties given to the 
Coast Guard in the present emergency. 

‘Since the enactment of the General Appro- 
priation Act of 1951, the Coast Guard has 
been assigned additional duties under the so- 
called Magnuson Act (Public Law 679, 8ist 
Cong.) which are outside the capabilities of 
the Coast Guard to perform under the funds 
presently available. 

“These duties were imposed when the Pres- 
ident, acting under the authority of Public 
Law 679, Eighty-first Congress, just referred 
to, signed Executive Order No. 10173, there- 
by initiating a program designed to safeguard 
in some measure certain ports of the United 
States against subversive or clandestine at- 
tacks. In order that the Coast Guard could 
immediately initiate the program of port se- 
curity, he approved, as an interim measure, 
its financing under authority contained in the 
Supplemental Appropriation Act of 1951 (Pub- 
lic Law 843, 81st Cong.) which, for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the provisions of the 
Magnuson Act, exempts the Coast Guard irom 
the antideficiency provisions of the General 
Appropriation Act. 

“The appropriation estimates submitted 
herewith are based on a gradual build-up of 
personnel, a program already inaugurated 
as indicated heretofore, during the current 
fiscal year to an additional 500 officers, 70 
warrant, and 4202 enlisted men, above the 
number provided for in current 1951 appro- 
priations. They also provide for the acquisi- 
tion of small craft and helicopters necessary 
to carry out a port security program. The de- 
tails of the required personnel and facility 
increases are set forth in detail in the justi- 
fications. The estimate also includes $3,900,000 
for increased allowances for dependents of 
enlisted personnel in accordance with the 
Dependents Assistance Act of 1950 (Public 
Law 771). 

“The estimates, under the titles ‘‘Operat- 
ing expenses’’ and ‘‘Acquisition, construc- 
tion, and improvements,’’ total $18,600,000 
and $7,900,000, respectively. 

“The program undertaken on 18 October, 
with the signing of Executive Order 10173, 
consists of four port security operations, as 
follows: 

““(1) A limited program to prevent, so far 
as practicable, the importation of atomic and 
other weapons for unconventional attack upon 
the United States. It is proposed that, when 
advance notice of their arrival is available, 
certain vessels will be boarded and inspected. 
Should the inspection, or intelligence reports, 
or other evidence give reasonable grounds for 
believing that one of these vessels is a danger 
to the national security, appropriate action 
under 33 CFR 6.04-8 will be undertaken. 

“(2) A program to control and supervise 
the loading of explosives and other dangerous 
cargoes. Present activities in this respect will 
be expanded, specifically in the direction of 
measures to prevent sabotage. They will be 
focused on explosive loading activities in cer- 
tain port areas but will be extended as prac- 
ticable to such activities in other areas. 

““(3) A program to identify seamen for the 
purpose of preventing subversives from sail- 
ing on merchant vessels of the United States. 
This operation will be an extension of the 
System of preventing subversives from sign- 
Ing on merchant vessels of the United States 
now in effect under a voluntary agreement 
between maritime operators and unions. It 
will extend to all merchant vessels of the 
United States bound foreign, intercoastal. or 
coastwise, all those on the Great Lakes bound 
through the locks at Sault Ste. Marie or 
through the Detroit River, and any other 
merchant vessel of the United States wher- 
ever need for this security measure is indi- 
cated. 

““(4) A program to prevent subversive and 
other undesirable persons from gaining access 
to designated restricted waterfront areas and 
vessels therein. It will consist of, the identifi- 
cation of waterfront workers to detect sub- 
versives and other undesirable persons and of 
land and water patrols on and around the 
restricted waterfront areas to control access 
thereto. Activity under this program will be 





focused on areas wherein shipping activities 
in support of United States military opera- 
tions and the military defense assistance pro- 
gram are in progress in major United States 
port areas.”’

peninsula. Their superiority in transport 
makes it possible for our troops to dis- 
engage and withdraw before the enemy 
can exploit effectively any breakthrough 
that may occur. The Hungnam opera- 
tion demonstrates that concerted Allied 
ground, sea and air attacks make it pos- 
sible to hold a limited beachhead indefi- 
nitely against overwhelming numerical 
superiority of enemy ground troops, not 

supported by air or sea forces. 

There was some increase in enemy air 
activity late this week, but the hostile 
planes kept close to their privileged sanc- 
tuary of their Manchurian base. As many 
as 50 Russian-built MIG-15 jet fighters 
were in the air in Northwestern Korea, 
but most of them avoided combat with 
Allied patrol planes. On Thursday there 
was a brief encounter in which two enemy 
planes were reported destroyed and a 
third damaged, without loss to our air- 
craft. Fast American jet fighters kept a 
sharp and constant watch along the Yalu 
River boundary, seeking to engage the 


wary planes of the enemy. This patrol 
served to discourage any incursion of 
enemy planes in the battle area. 

Freed of the necessity of rendering 
close tactical air support of ground troops 
in the Hungnam beachhead, Air Force, 
Naval and Marine planes carried out 
numerous missions against the enemy 
throughout North Korea. Round-the- 
clock attacks by Allied bomber and fight- 
er planes were designed to keep the en- 
emy off balance and interfere, if possible, 
with the initiation of the expected strong

The Far East Air Force carried out 
intensified attacks on Communist troop 
and supply concentrations in the immedi- 
ate rear of the front-line positions near 
the 38th parallel. In a single day 995 
buildings used for troop shelter and sup- 
ply storage were destroyed or damaged. 
About 800 Red combat soldiers were killed 
or wounded. In addition 42 motor vehicles, 
32 supply carts, 3 locomotives, 6 fuel 
dumps, and one artillery piece were 
knocked out. 

Bomber command Superfortresses 
dropped more than 150 tons of demolition 
bombs on four North Korean targets. A 
supply area at Chorwon was attacked 
with resultant fires and secondary explo- 
sions. Direct hits were made on main line 
rail bridges at three points. At Hwangju 
one span was dropped, at Singosan two 
spans were destroyed, and at Midon-ni a 
span was knocked out and the approaches 
were damaged. 
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Air observers have recently reported 
increasing amounts of motorized equip- 
ment, tanks and heavy artillery being 
brought south to the battle area by the 
enemy. During the past three weeks 117 
hostile tanks were observed. Of these 43 
were destroyed and 11 damaged by Allied 
air attacks. 

The steady stream of Korean refugees 
continues to move south away from the 
conflict. Nearly half of the population of 
the capital city of Seoul, normally a city 
of a million and a half, which is now only 
30 miles from the front, have fled to the 
south, and the exodus from the city con- 
tinues at the rate of 50,000 a day, most 
of the refugees moving slowly on foot, 
carrying on their backs some pitiful part 
of their personal possessions. 








Bennett Meyers Paroled 

Bennett E. Meyers, former Air Force 
major general, who is serving a sentence 
of from 20 months to five years on a 
charge of inducing a witness to commit 
perjury, was paroled last week, effective 
1 Feb. 

He will have served 30 months of his 
sentence at that time. However, after his 
release the former officer must face Fed- 
eral charges of evasion of income taxes.

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Sees TV’s Defense Uses 


Television in performance and growth 
during 1950 reached proportions that 
qualify it for major service in helping to 
speed the defense mobilization efforts of 
this Nation, Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff, 
Chairman of the Board, Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, declared in a year-end 
statement issued in New York 26 Dec. 

“At this time of national emergency, 
America is particularly fortunate in that 
since the end of World War II television 
has been developed to the extent that 
40,000,000 Americans now comprise the 
television audience,” said General Sarnoff. 
“This is of tremendous importance to the 
country since it provides a new medium 
to supplement radio’s vast audience in 
achieving fullest unity of purpose. 

“When President Truman declared the 
existence of the national emergency, he 
was viewed by one of the largest audiences 
ever to see and hear a President of the 
United States at a single time. His audi- 
ence surpassed in numbers the total pop- 
ulation of the country in 1850. 

“The great effectiveness of television 
for service in training air raid wardens, 
tor Red Cross work and direct appeals, 
for the spreading of visual information 
into the home, as well as the other classi- 
fications pertaining to defense, is a new 
and vital factor in the interest and wel- 
fare of this Nation.” 

General Sarnoff asserted that as the 
year ends there are approximately 10,- 
000,000 television sets in the United States 
and 107 television stations. He said that 
1950 brought to fruition years of televi- 
sion research, engineering and planning, 
with the result that “the signpost on the 
road of progress is marked Television—in 
both black-and-white and color.” 

The year 1950 was the biggest in the 
history of the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica, with television accounting for ap- 
proximately 75 per cent of the gross in- 
come, declared General Sarnoff.

General Clay Named 

General Lucius D. Clay, USA-Ret., has 
been named by Director Charles E. Wil- 
son of the Office of Defense Mobilization 
to be a Special Assistant. Also appointed 
as a Special Assistant to Mr. Wilson was 
Mr. Sidney J. Weinberg. 

General Clay, former Commander-in- 
Chief of U. S. Forces in Europe and Mili- 
tary Governor of Germany, is Chairman 
of the Board of Continental Can Co., from 
which firm he is on leave to take his new 
assignment. He also has been serving as 
Chairman of the New York Civil Defense 
Commission. General Clay was in direct 
charge of procurement in World War II, 
and also served as Deputy for War Pro- 
gram in the Office of War Mobilization. 

Mr. Weinberg, a former War Produc- 
tion Board official, is on leave of absence 
from the New York firm of Goldman 
Sachs and Co., in which he has been a 
partner since 1927. He is an investment 
banker and a director of a number of 
corporations. 

During World War II Mr. Weinberg 
participated in the setting up of the War 
Production Board and its predecessor 
agencies. He served four years with WPB 
in top posts including those of Chief of 
the Bureau of Industry Advisory Com- 
mittee; Assistant to the Chairman of the 
Board, and finally as Vice Chairman of 
WPB when Mr. Wilson was Chairman. 
He was awarded the Medal of Merit by 
President Truman in 1946 in recognition 
of his work. During World War I, Mr. 
Weinberg served in the Navy. 

At the same time Mr. Wilson announced 
the appointments of General Clay and Mr. 
Weinberg to aid him in setting up the new 
Office of Defense Mobilization, he said 
that his office will not be an operating 
agency of Government. Instead, he added, 
his office will concern itself largely with 
policy matters and the coordination of the 
operating agencies. 

Because of this, Mr. Wilson explained, 
he will not have a large organization. 
His office will be composed of a small 
group of qualified persons to assist him 
in the formulation of policy and in the 
coordination of the efforts of all agencies 
responsible for mobilization activities. 





Defense Spending 

During the five-month period from July- 
November, Department of Defense spend- 
ing was approximately $14.1 billion, al- 
most exactly the amount of the total fis- 
cal year 1950 military budget. 

A summary of military obligations dur- 
ing the five months shows that more than 
$9.2 billion was spent for procurement of 
major materiel and supplies as follows: 





Spread Military Contracts 

The Secretary of Defense, General Mar- 
shall, last week called upon the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force to spread contracts 
across industry as widely as possible in 
order to broaden the scope of the mili- 
tary procurement program, to obtain ur- 
gently needed goods faster, and to take 
up the slack in industries now facing 
cut-backs because of materials shortages. 

The directive to the military depart- 
ments, which was based upon recom- 
mendations to the Department of De- 
fense Munitions Board, also is designed to 
afford greater security by bringing a 
greater number of firms into military pro- 
duction, and to insure that the build-up 
of procurement will follow mobilization 
programs which have been developed by 
the Munitions Board, the military depart- 
ments, and industry. 

The declaration of a National Emer- 
gency by the President now permits the 
Secretaries of the military departments 
to authorize the negotiation of purchases 
and contracts, as provided for in the 
Armed Services Procurement Act of 
1947. 

In his directive, General Marshall set 
down ten major points to which the mili- 
tary departments should pay particular 
attention, as follows: 

1, The greatest possible integration of cur- 
rent procurement contracts with the indus- 
trial mobilization program and the accepted 
schedules of production. (More than 10,000 
plants now have these schedules, developed 
by agreement between plant management 
and the military services under the Produc- 
tion Allocation Program directed by the De- 
partment of Defense Munitions Board. Sched- 
ules with several thousand other plants are 
in the process of completion.) 

2. The equitable distribution of procure- 
ment contracts among a number of competent 
suppliers. The concentration of contracts with 
a few leader suppliers is to be avoided un- 
less the necessity therefore is clear. 

3. The utilization of existing open indus- 
trial capacity to the maximum. Expansion 
of facilities should not be authorized when 
open capacity can be found, Whenever time 
permits, and in order to broaden the mobili- 
zation base, additional contractors should be 
utilized in lieu of multi-shift or overtime 
operation. 

4, The fullest possible use of small business 
concerns. 

5. Utilization in negotiation of competition 
and multiple awards, whenever possible. 

6. The aggressive encouragement or re- 
quirement of subcontracting by prime con- 
tractors. 

7. Provision of maximum incentive to the 
producer for the reduction of his costs. 

8. Placement of contracts with a view to 
economies in the use of transportation fa- 
cilities. 

9. The availability of manpower in dis- 
tressed employment areas or in areas of man-

Aircraft Production 


Admiral D. C. Ramsey, USN-Ret., pres- 
ident, Aircraft Industries Association, has 
declared that the President’s goal of a 
five-fold increase in aircraft production 
within a year “is the greatest challenge 
ever faced by the aircraft industry.” Ex- 
plaining the ramifications of this produc- 
tion target, Admiral Ramsey declares in 
the current issue of Planes, official publi- 
cation of the AIA: 

“The production goal projected for the 
aircraft industry in 1951 by President Tru- 
man would require a far more rapid expan- 
sion in output than was found possible in 
World War II. 

“Such an increase manifestly is not 
within the capabilities of the aircraft indus- 
try alone. It can only be attained by maxi- 
mum possible cooperation and support on 
the art of the supplying industries and every 
government department and agency in any 
way concerned. 

‘The President's goal is the greatest chal- 
lenge ever faced by the aircraft industry. 
It is fortunate that the management and 
engineering teams that coped with the ex- 
pansion problems of World War II remain 
largely intact. 

“The President told the nation on Decem- 
ber 15 that, ‘Within one year we will be 
turning out planes at five times the present 
rate of production.’ Our present rate of 
military aircraft production is slightly under 
four million pounds airframe weight a month. 
In units, the current total is probably some- 
where around 250 planes per month. 

“During World War II, the industry was 
not able to expand much more than three 
times within a 12-month period as compared 
to the 5-fold increase called for by President 
Truman. Production in May, 1940, at the 
time President Roosevelt announced his 
50,000 plane goal was at the monthly rate 
of 1,900,000 pounds. A year later in May, 
1941, the production rate had risen to 6,299,- 
000 pounds. By May, 1942, production had 
risen to 23,202,000 pounds a month; and by 
May, 1943, the rate was 60,500,000 pounds 
monthly. 

“‘The figures for production in units show 
a similar trend. In May, 1940, production 
was 450 planes. A year later, the monthly 
output was 1,380; and in May, 1942, the rate 
was 3,983. The peak was in March, 1944, 
with an output of 9,113 planes. 

‘“‘Throughout World War II, therefore, the 
industry was able to triple its output in a 
12-month period. If it is now to meet the 
goal of a 5-fold increase set by the Presi- 
dent, the necessary production contracts 
should be placed immediately. Adequate 
priorities for machine tools, production tool- 
ing and all other equipment used to expand 
output must be provided. The supply of criti- 
cal materials available for aircraft produc- 
tion must, of course, be increased propor- 
tionately to the larger output goal. 

“‘Aircraft today are roughly twice as large 
and are far more complicated than the-air- 
craft produced in World War II. As a re- 
sult, it takes approximately four times as 
many man hours to build a current model 
as compared to the planes of 10 years ago. 

“Training programs to augment appreci- 
ably the force of skilled labor in aircraft 
plants must therefore be started promptly 
and accorded needed government support. 
The work week will have to be lengthened. 
with the government authorizing overtime 
payments called for in federal law.’’ 





Procurement to Be Speeded 


Procurement of major types of military 
equipment on which stocks are now low 
will be speeded, and buying will be bal- 
anced so that supplies of material which 
can be made comparatively fast will not 
build up too far ahead of items which re- 
quire longer to manufacture, under a pol- 
icy adopted by the Munitions Board and 
issued to the Secretaries of the three 
military departments by John D. Small, 
Chairman. 

In his policy memorandum to the de- 
partments, Mr. Small stated that stocks 
of many major items of equipment are 
low. The need for an immediate speed-up 
of procurement of these items is obvious. 

The utmost effort should be given to 
obtaining the fastest practicable delivery 
of those major items which require a long 
period of time in which to build up pro- 
duction. This is necessary in order to 
provide equipment for the approved 
build-up in armed strength in the short- 
est possible time. 

Chairman Small stated that items 
which can-be made faster should be 
scheduled so as to keep pace, but not out- 
run, the items which require longer 
periods to produce. 

To follow any other course, he pointed 
out, would create a build-up of huge 
stocks in advance of needs, would 
create severe and unnecessary shortages, 
and would interfere with the production 
of more urgently needed materiel.

Raise Dual Pay Limit 
(Continued from First Page) 


to the receipt of compensation from dual 
employments under the Federal Government. 
The purpose of the legislation is to simplify 
and consolidate existing laws relating to this 
subject. Under the several statutes which 
presently apply, the annual salary limitation 
from dual Federal employments varies be- 
tween $2,000 and $3,000 per annum, These 
laws were enacted on a piecemeal basis and 
their conflicting provisions have caused great 
confusion in connection with their administra- 
tion. In addition, the present dual employ- 
ment statutes prevent, in some cases, retired 
officers from the Armed Forces from taking 
civilian positions related to the national de- 
fense where either the retired pay or the 
salary of the civilian position amounts to or 
exceeds $2,500 per annum. 

“The legislation which was approved unan- 
imously by the committee provides that any 
person receiving compensation from any Fed- 
eral office or position may be employed in a 
dual capacity, provided the combined amounts 
of annual compensation received for any 
period of time does not exceed the rate of 
$5,000 annually. Further, the bill provides in 
section 1 that when the compensation of 
either office or position amounts to or exceeds 
$5,000 per annum, such person may be eligible 
to receive the compensation of either office 
or position as he may elect. This change 
of existing law regarding the holding of dual 
offices will permit the Federal Government 
to utilize the service of many retired officers 
from the Armed Forces who are particularly 
qualified to render invaluable assistance in 
strategic and highly confidential activities in 
the National Defense Establishment and the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

“The committee believed that the dual- 
compensation limitation of $5,000 annually 
is more realistic at the present time because 
since the enactment of the dual-compensation 
Statutes, between 1894 and 1932, salaries and 
living costs have been raised considerably. 
Consequently, the committee feels that rais- 
ing the limitations of $2,000, $2,500, and 
$3,000 to $5,000 is not unjustified in the light 
of present-day conditions.”’ 

The measure provides: 

“That unless otherwise specifically author- 
ized by law, any person receiving compensa- 
tion from any office or position, appointive 
or elective, under the United States or any 
department or agency thereof, including 
Government-owned or controlled corpora- 
tions, or under the government of the District 
of Columbia, shall not be eligible to receive 
compensation from any other such office or 
Position except to such extent as will not 
cause the conibined amounts actually re- 
ceived for any period of time to exceed the 
rate of $5,000 per annum: Provided, That 
when the compensation of either office or po- 
sition amounts to or exceeds the rate of $5,000 
per annum such person shall be eligible to 
receive the compensation of either office or 
Position, as he may elect.’’ 

As used in the Act, the term “com- 
pensation from any office or position” 
includes 

“(1) any basic salary, wages, or other 
emolument, including permanent additions 
Such as statutory pay increases, but exclud- 
ing any temporary additions such as over- 
time pay or night differential, for or on ac- 
count of service as a civilian officer or 
employee of the United States, or any de- 





partment or agency thereof, including Gov- 
ernment-owned or controlled corporations, or 
of the government of the District of Colum- 
bia; and | 
““(2) retired pay on account of services as | 
& commissioned officer in any of the services 
Subject to the Career Compensation Act of | 


1949 (U. S. C., title 37, secs. 231 and the | 
following).”’ 





Exemptions 


But shall not include— 

“*(A) retired pay of enlisted men, warrant 
officers, and flight officers in any such service 
retired for any cause; 

““(B) retired pay of Regular, Reserve, or 
temporary commissioned officers retired for 
disability incurred in combat with an enemy 
of the United States or for disability result- 
ing from an explosion of an instrumentality 
of war in line of duty during an enlistment 
or employment specified in Veterans Regula- 
tion Numbered 1 (a), part I, paragraph I; 

““(C) retired pay of any commissioned offi- 
cer, warrant officer, flight officer, or enlisted 
person retired under title III of the Act of 
29 June 1948 (Public Law 810, Eightieth Con- 
gress), as amended.”’

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President Specifies 


Tax Combat Zone 


President Truman has issued an Execu- 
tive Order specifying Korea and adjacent 
waters as the area in which military per- 
sonnel are to receive special income tax 
exemptions. 

Congress voted and the President ap- 
proved this fall a $200 monthly exemption 
for officers and a total income tax ex- 
emption for enlisted personnel in the 
combat area. 

In addition to designating all of Korea 
as a combat zone, the President, in Execu- 
tive Order 10195—text herewith—stipu- 
lated in terms of longitude and latitude 
the adjacent waters included in the com- 
bat area. 

Following publication of the long- 
delayed Executive Order, the Services 
were moving quickly this week to dis- 
patch definitive instructions to finance 
personnel. It is expected that the exemp- 
tions will be reflected in all pay to men 
in the combat zone after 1 Jan. 

Since full deductions have been made 
during recent months, in the absence of 
the implementing Executive Order, thou- 
sands of officers and enlisted men of the 
Army, Navy, Air Force and Marines, will 
be eligible for substantial income tax re- 
funds during 1951. 

The text of the President’s Executive 
Order is as follows: 

DESIGNATION OF KOREA AND WATERS 
ADJACENT THERETO AS A COMBAT 
ZONE FOR THE PURPOSES OF SECTION 
22 (b) (13) OF THE INTERNAL REV- 
ENUE CODE 
Pursuant to the authority vested in me by 

section 22 (b) (13) of the Internal Revenue 
Code, as amended by section 202 (a) of the 
Revenue Act of 1950, approved 23 September 
1950 (Public Law 814, 8lst Congress), there 
is hereby designated, for the purposes of 
paragraph (13) of section 22 (b) of the In- 
ternal Revenue Code, as an area in which 
armed forces of the United States have en- 
gaged in combat: 

Korea, including the waters adjacent there- 
to within the following-described limits: 
From a point at Lat. 39°30’ N, Long. 122°45’ 
E southward to Lat. 33° N, Long. 122°45’ E; 
thence eastward to Lat. 33° N, Long. 127°55’ 
E; thence northeastward to Lat. 37°05’ N, 
Long. 133° E; thence northward to Lat. 40°40’ 
N, Long. 133° E; thence northwestward to 
a point on the east coast of Korea at the 
juncture of Korea with the U. S. S. R. 

The date of the commencing of combatant 
activities in such area is hereby designated 
as 27 June 1950.

The exemptions for military personnel 
in combat was contained in legislation 
which raised income tax rates for every- 
one else, including members of the Armed 
Forces. At the time of the enactment of 
this legislation, there were members of 
the Senate and House who contended that 
world-wide income tax exemptions for 
military personnel, such as existed during 
World War II, should be reinstituted. 

THE JOURNAL pointed out repeatedly 
that the legislation, although obviously a 
step in the right direction to ease the 
financial burden of military personnel, 
was fraught with possibility of inequity. 
It was pointed out, for example, that a 
person seriously wounded in combat and 
evacuated from Korea would lose the 
special exemption, while another person, 
perhaps stationed somewhere in Korea 
but not engaged at any time in direct 
contact with the enemy, would continue 
to receive the tax benefit. 

Such problems as these—and there are 
many more related to the limiting exemp- 
tion proviso—are certain to be raised 
when the 82d Congress convenes next 
month. 

As passed by the Senate and House, 
the amendment pertaining to the income 
tax exemption for service personnel in 
combat read as follows: 

Sec. 202. Income Tax Exemptions for Mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces Serving in Combat 
Areas. 

(a) Exclusion from gross income: Section 22 
(b) (13) (relating to exclusion from gross in- 
come) is hereby amended to read as follows: 

(13) Additional allowances for certain mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces— 

(A) Enlisted personnel: Compensation re- 
ceived for active service as a member below 
the grade of commissioned officer in the 
Armed Forces of the United States for any 
month during any part of which such mem- 
ber served in a combat zone after 24 June 
1950, and prior to 1 January 1952. 


(B) Commissioned officers: In the case of 
compensation received for active service as a 
commissioned officer in the Armed Forces of 
the United States for any month during any 
part of which such officer served in a combat 
zone after 24 June 1950 and prior to 1 Janu- 
ary 1952, so much of such compensation as 
does not exceed $200. 

“(C) Definitions.—For the purpose of this 
paragraph— 

‘*(i) the term ‘commissioned officer’ does 
not include a commissioned warrant officer; 

“(ii) the term ‘combat zone’ means any 
area which the President of the United States 
by Executive Order designates, for the pur- 
poses of this paragraph, as an area in which 
Armed Forces of the United States are or 
have (after 24 June 1950) engaged in com- 
bat; 

““(iii) service is performed in a combat 
zone only if performed on or after the date 
designated by the President by Executive 
Order as the date of the commencing of 
combatant activities in such zone, and on or 
before the date designated by the President 
by Executive Order as the date of the 
termination of combatant activities in such 
zone; and 

“(iv) The term ‘compensation’ does not 
include pensions and retired pay.”’ 





Casualties in Korea 


The final 1950 summary of U. S. casual- 
ties in Korea revealed this week that 
through midnight 22 Dec. a total of 38,325 
casualties had been reported to next of 
kin, of which 32,066 were Army; 5,524 Ma- 
rine Corps; 429 Navy and 306 Air Force. 

Total deaths were 6,432, of which 5,186 
were Army; 1,079 Marine Corps; 108 Air 








Force and 59 Navy.

AF World-Wide Installations 


Air Force officials have revealed that 
plans have been made to operate a total 
of 168 major-type installations through- 
out the world during the current fiscal 
year. 

Congressional testimony showed that 
there will be 32 new installations, of 
which 24 will be in the United States 
and eight overseas. In the United States, 
16 bases will be reactivated and six over- 
seas. 





Ships Move the Mail 
American-ilag ships carried nearly all 
of the 52,000,000 pounds of Christmas 
mails and packages to overseas des.ina- 
tions between 16 Oct. and 30 Nov., with 
delivery made to addresses by Christmas 
Day, National Federation of American 


| Shipping reported this week. 


The Federation credited the early dead- 
line date of 15 Nov. for ali overseas mails 
as the primary reason for delivery on 
time of the huge volume of Christmas 
mails. 

According to the Federation, 1,141,670 
sacks of U. S. mails, weighing a tota: of 
51,856,396 pounds, were dispatched be- 
tween 16 Oct. and 30 Nov. from seven ma- 
jor American seaports. More than 90 per 
cent of the movement of mails was carried 
on privately-owned and operated Amer- 
ican merchant vessels. 


AF Technical Training 


During fiscal year 1951, the Air Force 
plans to reach an in-training load of 
51,000 students in its 115 formal courses 
at various technical schools, double the 
rate of training originally proposed. 

During fiscal year 1951, the Air Force 
will graduate 2200 pilots, but will achieve 
an average student load of 4000 for other 
flight training programs, such as instru- 
ment and fighter gunnery instructor, heli- 
copter pilot, radar operator, etc. 

With regard to professional training of 
officers, it is estimated that 3200 will be 
graduated wtih an average student load 
of 1068. 

At civilian institutions, the Air Force 
plans to assign 1260 students for special- 
ized studies. 








AF ROTC Instructors 


The Air Force has announced there 
will be 185 vacancies for Regular and Re- 
serve officers to serve as Air Force ROTC 
instructors during the 1951-52 academic 
year at 106 universities and colleges 
throughout the country. 


The instructor posts include assign- 


| ments for Regular officers as professors 





and assistant professors of air science and 

tactics and for Reservists as assitant pro- 

fessors of air science and tactics. 
Regular officers with the following 


| qualifications will be eligible: rated pilot, 


of field grade, college graduate, at least 
30 years of age, and at least seven years 
of active commissioned service. Each ap- 
plicant must also have acquired a mini- 
mum of 12 foreign service credits since 
7 Dec., 1941. 

To be eligible, Reservists must agree, 
first of all, to remain on active duty for 
a period of not less than three years sub- 
sequent to submission of application. 
They may be rated or non-rated, of field 
or company grade, at least 25 years old, 
have a minimum of three years of active 
commissioned service, and hold at least 12 
foreign service credits since 7 Dec., 1941. 

Applications may be submitted, as out- 
lined in AFR 35-56, by qualified personnel 
through normal channels to the major air 
commands. Each major command, in turn, 
will forward the applications direct to 
Headquarters, Continental Air Command. 





Convertible Air Transport 

A new model C-97, which can be util- 
ized either as a Flying Boom type aerial 
refueling tanker or in its normal capacity 
as a 300-mile-an-hour troop and. cargo 
transport, was announced this week by 
Boeing Airplane Company and the Air 
Force, 

The new prototype tanker, like the 
KB-29P Flying Boom tankers already in 
service, can make mid-air refueling con- 
tacts with the B-50D Superfortress 
bomber. The double-deck Stratofreighters 
have thus been made convertible to 
tankers. The first of these carries the Air 
Force designation KC-97A. 


Aztee Club of 1847

of 1847, Military Order of the Mexican 
War, was held at the Army and Navy 
Club, 9 Dec., preceded by the regular 
business meeting. The main speakers at
